
to smuggle 
arms 


SAUDI ARABIAN security for- 
ces have foiled an attempt by a 
group of Muslims to smuggle 
weapons into the country, 
apparently to disrupt this year's 
pilgrimage, a Kuwaiti daily new- 
spaper reported yesterday. - 

The daily said in a front-page 
report that the arms were hidden 
in ice boxes. 

These are a common accessory 
for the tens of thousands of 
Muslim faithful now converging 
on Saudi Arabia for the annual 
pilgrimage to the holy cities of 
Makkab and Madina. 

Temperatures soar to around 
120 degrees Fahrenheit (48 
degrees Celsius) during the sum- 
mer in the two cities. 

There was no confirmation by 
Saudi Arabian authorities, who 
have been bracing for Iranian- 
inspired trouble during this 
year’s haj. 

The newspaper said that the 
weapons were found a few days 
ago, but gave no details about 
who was involved. 

The Saudi government 
severed diploma tic relations with 
Tehran on April 26, citing 
“terrorism and subversion.*’ 

Quoting unnamed “auth- 
oritative Arab security sources,” 
the Kuwaiti paper said the Saudi 
government had informed other 
member states of the GCC about 
the incident to co-ordinate 
security efforts.

Sheikh Saad’s visit coincides 
with an attempt . begun last 
Thursday by the US government 
to sell Kuwait 40 modern F-18 
fighter planes, missiles and 
bombs, worth. SI. 9 billion. The 
US -Senate moved immediately 
-to delete 300 AGM-65D and G 
Maverick air-to-ground missiles 
from the package. 

Backers of the pro virion were 
concerned the Mavericks could 
. be usedngairist Israel in the event 
of another Middle East war. 

The- talks 'at -the- Pentagon 
covered a wide range of defence 
and security issues related to 
Kuwait and the Gulf region. 

-The topics focused heavily on 
ways of ending the Iran-Iraq 
war, now in its eighth year. The 
two rides also reviewed Kuwait's 


request for F-18 planes and the 
accompanying defence package.

Though the Senate blocked 
the rale of Maverick missiles, it 
signalled its approval of the rest 
of the package, including the 40 
F-18s. 

After the vote,- Kuwait’s 
Ambassador to the US Sheikh 
Saud Naser AJ Sabah told news- 
men that Kuwait’s position has 
been made dear to the Reagan 
administration. . 

Kuwait, he said, insisted on a 
complete package that indudes 
the planes and all the accom- 
panying defence equipment.

ing these aircraft and munitions 
into its armed forces. 

Kuwait has made it clear that 
thepurchase of the arms from the 
US is part of its consistent policy 
of diversifying its sources of 
arms. 

Kuwaiti ministers have also 
made il clear that if the Congress 
blocks the sale or scales it down 
Kuwait has alternative sources 
of arms from other countries. 

Kuwait’s Defence Ministry 
yesterday announced that it had 
concluded an agreement with the 
Soviet Union to buy unspecified 
military equipmen l 

The ministry said the deal was 
signed on Saturday by Defence 
Minister Sheikh Nawaf A1 
Ahmed and Soviet Deputy Mini- 
ster for Foreign Trade and Econ- 
omic Relations Yuri Greechen. 

Sheikh Saad, who arrived in 
Washington yesterday, received 
top military honours at the Pen- 
tagon. 

He was accompanied by 
Sheikh Saud, Kuwait's Oil Mini- 
ster Sheikh AliAJ Khalifa, Mini- 
ster of Slate for Cabinet Affairs 
Rashed A1 Rashed, and Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs 
Saoud Mohammed AJ Osaimi.

AMMAN. July 11, (Reuter): 
Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi hailed the Palestinian 
revolt in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip today, saying 
Israel could not crush it by force. 

“The struggle of the brave 
Palestinian people for their 
legitimate rights has entered a 
new- and critical phase. Their 
accumulated anger can no longer 
be contained," Rajiv said at a 
state banquet in his honour hos- 
ted by Jordan's King Hussein. 

"Not all the brutality and 
violence unleashed by Israel can 
crush the- Palestinian intifada 
(uprising)." he declared. 

Rajiv, who arrived in Amman 
earlier on the first visit to Jordan 
by an Indian prime minister, said 
a just solution required an end to 
the occupation of Arab 
territories. 

He said Palestinians had a 
right to self-determination and 
to their homeland. "These rights 
must be recognised.” 

India saw a UN-sponsored 
international conference atten- 
ded .by all parties including the 
PLO as the best framework for a 
settlement, he added. 

Rajiv reaffirmed India's sup- 
port for UN efforts to end the 
I ran- Iraq war, which he said had 
taken a heavy toll on the two 
members of the Non-Aligned 
Movement. 

"The escalation of foreign 
presence and foreign interven- 
tion have further aggravated ten- 
sion in the area. Recent incidents 
illustrate the growing dangers," 
he said. 

He appeared to be referring to 


attacks on shipping in the Gulf 
and the downing on July 3 of an 
Iranian civilian airliner by a US 
cruiser with the loss of 290 lives. 

King Hussein, a close ally of 
Iraq, blamed Iran for prolonging 
the conflict and said Tehran's 
refusal to accept a UN ceasefire 
call threatened other Gulf states 
and the interests of other coun- 
tries not involved in the war. 

“We are certain that (the 
Indian) government will inten- 
sify its efforts to prevail on Iran 
to respect the international will 
to pul an immediate end to this 
war," the King said. 

King Hussein said the inter- 
national atmosphere was con- 
ducive to the settlement of 
regional conflicts, citing the 
Geneva accords on a Soviet wi ih- 
drawal from Afghanistan. 

Rajiv described the Geneva 
accords as the only basis for 
peace and stability, but said their 
success was in danger. 

"Unfortunately the accords 
are not being respected by all 
parties. Blatant interference 
from outside continues," he said 
without elaborating. 

Afghanistan and the Soviet 
Union have accused India's 
neighbour Pakistan of violating 
the accords. 

Indian officials said Rajiv's 
talks in Jordan would cover 
Amman's bid to host the next 
Non-Aligned Movement sum- 
mit and become its chairman for 
the following three years. 

Rajiv held talks earlier with 
Jordanian Prime Minister Zeid 
A1 Rifai which officials had 
expected to cover economic ties. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 11, (Agencies): Israeli 
occupation authorities closed six 
West Bank schools today and 
threatened to shut more after 
widespread violence in which 
troops shot dead two Palestinian 
teenagers, security sources said. 

The head oflsrael's West Bank 
civil administration, which runs 
public services under the occupa- 
tion. meanwhile announced that 
some 1.000 of its 17.000 Arab 
employees would be dismissed 
because of a budget crisis caused 
by the Palestinian uprising. 

The Army reported clashes 
between stone-throwing Arab 
pupils and troops in the West 
Bank towns of Nablus, Tulkarm, 
Ramallah, Kalkilya and 
Hebron.

Iran builds up tanker fleet 


NICOSIA, July 11, (AP): Iran 
has built up it 5 tanker fleet to 
around 46 vessels in a bid to 
bolster its vital oil exports amid 
Iraqi air strikes aimed at throt- 
tling its economic lifeline, the 
Middle East Economic Survey 
reported today. 

In recent days, Iraq’s powerful 
Air Force has set ablaze three 
tankers carrying Iranian oil. 

Lloyd’s List, the London- 
based shipping daily, recently 
reported that the National Iran- 
ian Tanker Co. (N1TC) is now 
the one of the world’s largest 
shipping companies with a tan- 
ker tonnage of six million. 

Shuttle 

The Middle East Economic 


Survey, a widely respected oil 
industry weekly published in 


industry weekly published in 
Nicosia, said the Iranians have 
bought or chartered at least 
seven tankers in recent weeks. 

> They are used to shuttle, oil 
from the big Kharg island ter* 
minal in the northern Gulf to 
trans-shipment terminals in the 


southern end of the waterway or 
as storage “mother ships' 5 at 

these terminals. 

The newsletter said some will 
be used to carry "homeless 
crude.” unsold oil the Iranians 
seek to sell on a spot basis in 
Northwest Europe and the Far 
East, on longer voyages. 

The survey said the NITC 
owns 19 Linkers, most of them 
shuttle vessels, and has another 
27 under charter. 17 of them for 
shuttle or long-haul voyages. 

Attacked 

They range from 25,000-ton 
vessels to superuuixcrs of more 
than 250.000 tons. 

Shipping sources said it also 
has a backup fleet of 32 tugs and 
supply boats. Three years ago. 
NITC had only five tankers. 

Unlike Iraq, which exports its 
oil through pipelines across 
neighbouring Turkey and Saudi 
Arabia, the Iranians have to ship 
their vital exports through the 
Gulfwhere they are vulnerable to 
Iraqi air raids. 


Most of the vessels NITC 
operates now have been attacked 
at least once by the Iraqis. 

One. ihe 268,08 1 -ton Greek- 
flagged Fortuneship L. was set 
on fire twice within a week earlier 
this month, raising the number of 
times it has been fit to five. 

In a long-range raid on Iran's 
Larak island terminal in south- 
ern Gulf on May 14. the Iraqis 
sank the 235.000-ton Spanish 
tanker Barcelona and badly 
damaged the 464.739-ton 
Liberiin-flag Seawise Giant, the 
world's largest vessel, and the 
152.000- ton Cypriot Argosy. 

At least six of the Iranian tank- 
ers are under repair aL any one 
time because of damage caused 
by Iraqi air strikes. 

NITC. taking advantage of a 
weak tanker market, has been 
buying second-hand tankers for 
more than two years under a 
S200 million investment 
programme, company chairman 
Mohammad Souri told Lloyd’s 
List in a recent interview. 


Officials at Tulkarm Hospital 
said Hassan Ahmed Adass, 16, 
died there after being shot in the 
abdomen by a soldier during a 
violent pro Lest by school 
students in the village of Anabta. 

In Nablus, Palestinian sources 
said 17-year-old Fans AJ Anab- 
tawi was shot dead and four 
other Arabs were wounded. 

The Army confirmed both 
deaths, which took the Palestin- 
ian toll in seven months of unrest 
to 229. Four Israelis have also 
been killed. 

The violence erupted when 
classes reopened after a five-day 
closure ordered by the Army 
because of previous unrest. 

Underground leaders of the 
uprising warned teachers in a lea- 
flet last week not to slop pupils 
from taking part in anti-Israeli 
demonstrations. 

Police sources said Israeli 
police have begun to recruit 
Israeli Arab citizens to replace 
several hundred Palestinian 
policemen who resigned in the 
occupied territories in March. 

They said 70 had already been 
recruited and police were con- 
sidering offering them the same 
benefits given to Israeli soldiers 
after Ih ree years of service. 


Economics Minister Gad 
Yaacobi said the uprising has 
cost Israel more than $600 
million. The figure included 
Israeli losses in tourism, export 
and production revenues. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin said the uprising cost 
Israel about S10 million in 
defence expenditures alone. 

Also today, reserve Gen. Men- 
achem Meron, a former director 
general of the Defence Ministry, 
said the Arab uprising 
threatened Israel's preparedness 
for combat with neighbouring 
Arab states. 

In Amman, people in Jordan 
raising funds for the Palestinian 
uprising say they arc getting 
money into the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip despite Israeli efforts 
to slop them. 


US to compensate 
families of victims 
of downed Airbus 


WASHINGTON. July M. 
(Agencies); The United States 
will compensate the families of 
the 290 people killed when a US 
warship shot down an Iranian 
airliner in the Gulf, the White 
House announced today. 

Presidential spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwaler told reporters: 
“Prompted by the humanitarian 
traditions of our nation, the 
President has decided that the 
United States will offer compen- 
sation on an ex-gratia basis to the 
families of the victims." 

He did not say how much 
would be offered and emphas- 
ised that the money would go to 
the families and not the govern- 
ment of Iran. He said the 
payments would be made 
through an unidentified inter- 
mediary party. 

The UN Security Council will 
meet tomorrow to consider an 
Iranian request for condemna- 
tion of the United States. 

• Satisfied 

Fitzwaler said President 
Reagan remained satisfied with 
US policy in the Gulf and 
“reiterated his belief that the 
actions of the USS Vincennes ... 
were justifiable, defensive 
actions." 

The Vincennes, part of a US 
fleet charged with policing Gulf 
shipping lanes in the midst if the 


Iran-Iraq war, shot down the 
wide-bodied Airbus A-300 on 


wide-bodied Airbus A-300 on 
July 3 believing it was an attack- 
ing Iranian fighter. 

Reagan told reporters earlier: 
“I from the first have said that 
we’re a compassionate people. I 
think that we all have compas- 
sion for the families of those 
unfortunate people who were on 
that plane.” 

Asked how much money 
would be 'involved, he said: “I 
don’t know.” 

He was also vague on whether 
the plan would require Congres- 
sional approval, but Fitzwaler 
said it might. 

Reagan said: “There are some 
details about that, Lhat are still 
being considered and worked 

OUL” 

Asked about public opinion 
polls that show most Americans 
are against compensating the vic- 
tims of the downed airliner. 
Reagan said: “I think they have 
tied that to our feelings about the 
(Iranian) government and what 
it did to our people in the 


embassy there when the 
Ayatollah came in.” 

“1 want to make ii plain that 
there certainly is not going to be 
any compensation to the govern- 
ment of Iran or anything of that 
kind because we don't feel that 
any such thing is called for." he 
added. 

Precedent 

Asked about the claim of some 
critics lhat compensation would 
set a bad precedent, the President 
replied: "I don’t ever find com- 
passion a bad precedent." 

Fiizwater said Reagan 
believed the American public 
would accept that it was right to 
pay compensation for the deaths 
when they understood there weie 
citizens from six countries in 
addition to Iran aboard the 
doomed flight from Bandar 
Abbas to Dubai. 

“Morally, the United Slates 
has always met its obligations 
and this is the appropriate thing 
to do in this case,” he said. “We 
recognise our moral and human- 
itarian responsibilities in the 
world and we have acted upon 
them.” 

Fitzwaler said there was no 
relationship between the 
decision to pay compensation 
and the plight of nine American 
hostages held by pro- Iranian 
groups in Lebanon. 

He added: “Meanwhile, US 
forces will continue their mission 
into the area, keenly aware of the 
risks involved and ready to face 
them." 

There have been conflicting 
reports and different theories of 
bow the incident could have 
occurred. 

Reviewed 

Two influential US Congress- 
men have called for a review of 
American policy in the Gulf. 

Senator John Warner, the ran- 
king Republican on the Senate 
Aimed Services Committee, and 
Congressman Thomas Foley, 
leader of the Democratic 
majority in the House of 
Representatives, said it was time 
to take a new look at the policy 
placing 29 US naval vessels and 
up to 1 5,000 service personnel in 
the Gulf. 

However, neither called for an 
immediate US withdrawal. 

The Reagan administration 
■ has said no review of its Gulf 
policy is being considered. 


Iran denies flight recorder recovered 

Mystery over black box 


DUBAI, July II, (AP): Iran’s 
Navy commander today denied 
that search teams have found the 
black box flight recorder of the 
Iranian airliner shot down by a 
US warship, Tehran Radio 
reported. 

Commodore Mohammed 
Hussein Ma/ekzadegan said in 
an interview broadcast by the 
radio lhat the recorder may have 
been destroyed when the Iran Air 
A-300 Airbus was shot down 
July 3, killing all 290 people 
aboard. 

Dubai's Khaleej Times today 
quoted unidentified salvage 
experts as saying the Iranians 
recovered the black box from the 
seabed “a couple of days ago.” 


Difficult 


The daily also quoted Italy's 
naval commander in the Gulf. 
Rear. Adm. Angelo Mariani, as 
saying that heavy traffic in the 
waterway and the mixture of 
civilian and military craft will 
complicate investigations into 
the Airbus disaster. 

The airliner was hit by a missile 
fired by the US cruiser Vincennes 
and then plunged into the Gulf. 

Malekzadegan said that judg- 
ing by the condition of pieces of 
wreckage recovered so far, much 
of the airliner may have been 
shattered. 

"It s possible that the black 


box may have been destroyed. 
It's also possible that we may find 
it. In any case, the search is con- 
tinuing, he said. 

The daily said the salvage 
experts, who have worked with 
Iran in the past, expressed surpr- 
ise that Tehran has not announ- 
ced that (he recorder had been 
found. 

The data stored in the recorder 
could be crucial in determining 
whether the Airbus received 
radio warnings from the Vincen- 
nes before the jet was shot down 
and provide details of its altitude 
and other flight details. 

The Americans said the Air- 
bus was mistaken for an F-14 
fighter jet which they claimed 
was descending in whut was seen 
a hostile flight pattern. 

The newspaper quoted 
Mariani as saying heavy traffic in 
the Gulf will make it difficult to 
reconstruct the circumstances 
surrounding the downing. 

“There are so many boaLs, 
small and big ships, airliners, 
military jets of various kinds," he 
said. 

“A boat approaching a ship, 
whether it was a fishing boa l or a 
hostile speed boat, would look 
alike in movement.” 

He said the combination of 
peaceful traffic with hostile cr , *t 
“is a more difficult situation than 
being at war.”

Indian troops must stop anti-Tamil operations 


Tigers threaten long war 


COLOMBO. July II. (Reuter): 
The most powerful Tamil 
guerrilla group in Sri Lanka has 
threatened to withdraw from 
peace talks- and prepare for a 
long war if Indian troops con- 
tinue military operations against 
them. 

The Libera tion Tigers of 
Tamil Eelma( LTTE I group, in a 
statement at the weekend, said: 
“If India continues to engage in 
iLs effort to eliminate Tigers .... 
the Tigers would withdraw from 
!he farcial peace talks and 
prepare the Tamil nation for a 
long and protracted struggle ..." 

Rejected 

itsaid Lhal during the past nine 
months Indian troops hud killed 
a large number of Tamil 
civilians, raped women and des- 
troyed millions of rupees worth 
of properly. 

An Indian High Commission 
(embassy) official dismissed the 
allegations as propaganda. 

The Tigers, who rejected an 
agreement signed by President 
Junius Javewardene and Indian 


Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi a 
year ago to end a Tamil separat- 
ist revolt, are continuing an 
armed separatist campaign. 

Indian officials said about 
52.000 troops, posted in the 
north and cast to enforce the 
accord, had broken the back or 
the Tigers and were pressing 
ahead with a drive to hunt down 
and disarm them. 

The LTTE said India was 
“hell-bent on eliminating Tigers 
and liquidating its leaders” 
because the rebels would not 
accept any solution lhal would 
not protect Tamils. 

The Tigers' statement came 
after weeks of official optimism 
over peace talks between Indian 
officials and rebel represen- 
tatives in the south Indian city of 
Madras. 

Indian High Commissioner 
(ambassador) Jyotindra Nath 
Dixit said that “despite the con-

Kremlin to take up dispute 


MOSCOW, July 11. (Reuter): 
Armenian Communist Party 
leader Suren Arutunyan has said 
Kremlin leaders will convene 
soon to discuss a five-month 
crisis over the disputed Azer- 
baijani region of Nagorno- 
Karabakh. official sources said 
today. 

A spokesman for the official 
Armanpress news agency said 
Arutunyan spoke on Armenian 
Television last night, seven days 
after the start, of a general strike 
in Armenia over Nagorno- 
Karabakh which has hit the 
republic's economy hard. 

“He said the situation would 
be discussed at a meeting of the 
Presidium of the Supreme Soviet 
in Moscow soon.” the spokes- 
man told Reuters from Yerevan, 
the Armenian capital. 

The Presidium of the Supreme 


Soviet is the highest state body 
and could serve as mediator in 
the deadlocked dispute between 
Armenia and Azerbaijan, neigh- 
bouring republics in Trans- 
caucasia. over the status of 
Nagorno-Karabakh. 

Azerbaijan has administered, 
the small, mountainous region of 
Nagorno-Karabakh since 1923. 
The conflcii erupted in February 
when Nagorno-Karabakh's 
governing council called on the 
kremlin to transfer the region to 
Armenia. 

Since then at least 36 people 
have died in the worst ethnic tur- 
moil in the Soviet Union in 
decades. The latest victim was a 
22-year-old vouth shot dead by a 
plastic bullet in clashes with 
troops after protesters closed 
Yerevan's airport last T uesday.

Polish well-wishers 


WARSAW, July 1 1, (Reuter): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev told hundreds of smiling 
Poles today a “great rappro- 
chement” was in process in the 
long shadowed relationship bet- 
ween their two countries. 

And in the opening moments 
of his first official visit to Poland 
as Communist Party chief, he 
launched a charm offensive 
clearly designed to' demonstrate 
that the Kremlin wanted the 
goodwill of the Polish people. 

“Although I have only just 
landed on your soil, I can see 
from the looks on your faces and 
the expression in your eyes that 
you have very friendly feelings 
towards us," he told crowds at 
one stopover as he drove in from 
the airport. 

“And I realise that a great rap- 
prochement and understanding 
is arising between our peoples," a 
beaming Gorbachev added in a 
scene televised live across Poland 
and the Soviet Union. 

Perestroika 

Within two hours of the start 
of a six-day visit that will take 
him to three cities and include a 
summit meeting of the Soviet 
bloc Warsaw Pact alliance, he 
had plunged into crowds five 
times, kissing children and shak- 
ing their parents' bands. 

Standing at his side his wife 
Raisa, resplendent in a white- 
and-grey checked two-piece out- 


fit, passed on copies of his book 
rPeeestmikAJ'^ a_ bestseller .in 
Poland’ as in the West, handed 
overhead by waiting Poles. 

“Sign these, please, Mikhail 
Sergeyevich," she said, and the 
Kremlin chief happily obliged, 
while the crowd applauded. 

“He has a directness that we 
appreciate. We can see he is 
something new," one Polish 
woman told visiting reporters. 

The Polish media hailed him 
on first name terms — “Wel- 
come. Mikhail," was one typical 
headline — while some banners 
greeted him in even more 
familiar fashion. 

Gorbachev, accompanied by 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze and other senior 
party officials, was met at Okecie 
military airport by Polish leader 
Wojciech Jaruzelski with a hug 
and three kisses. 

Analysts of communist affairs 
regard Jaruzelski as one of the 
Kremlin chiefs closest suppor- 
ters in his drive to reshape the 
Warsaw Pact as well as the Soviet 
bloc's economic grouping 
Comecon, whose prime mini- 
sters metin Prague last week. 

Jaruzelski is also engaged in 
reforms that poles compare with 
Gorbachev’s “perestroika" — 
the wide-ranging programme to 
break the Soviet Union’s ossified 
political and economic struc- 
tures and fashion a modern 
socialist society.

North Sea platform still burning 


ABERDEEN, Scotland, July 1 1, 
(Agencies): The Piper Alpha oil 
and gas platform in the North 
Sea was still burning and smok- 
ing early today, five days after 
explosions and fire killed 166 
men in the world’s worst oilfield 
disaster. 

American oilfield fire and 
blowout specialist Red Adair, 
73, and His team said they plan- 
ned to return to the platform to 
continue clearing debris before 
trying to cap a blazing wellhead. 

He said three or four of the 36 
wellheads are burning on the 

S latform, two of them sending up 
antes 300 feet (90 metres) high. 
Other wells have been fractured 
under the sea and are blowing gas 
to Lhe surface of huge bubbles. 
Tilting 

. . The team . boarded the .dan- i 
gerous tilting platform at dawn 
yesterday from the semLsubmer- 
sible support rig,Tharos^bm,w, as. , 
forced on by high winds, heavy 
seas and a surge of flames from 
one wellhead. 

The platform hit by an 
explosion last Wednesday stands . 
on the seabed 120 miles (192 km) 
off the Scottish east coast.

The secretary, Margaret 
Hoeke, was convicted in 1987 of 
spying for the KGB and senten- 
ced to eighL years in prison in 
West Germany.

The documents also referred 
to a "breakthrough" in organ- 
isational work among Filipino 
workers in Borneo and showed 
Villalba also had contacts in 
Malaysia. 

Solidarity 

“This is believed to be part 
of the (rebel) effort to. establish 
solidarity linkage with foreign 
liberation movements,”, the 
militar y said. It urged close mon- 
itoring of the activities of Philip- 
pine rebels abroad. 

Church and social groups in 
Hong Kong said the colony was 
an unlikely base for Philippine 
communist activity. 

"There is no Philippine com- 
munist activity in Hong Kong as 
far as I know,” said Jack Clan- 
oey, a Catholic Church represen- 
tative in Hong Kong.

Doctors said up to 20 per cent 
of the 300,000 Bengali-speaking 
settlers in the 5,500 square miles 
(14,200 sq km) of the hill tracts 
bordering India and Burma may 
have contracted malaria. 

"The setllefs are more prone 
to malarial attacks compared 
with the tribesmen who nave a 
sort of natural immunity to 
mosquito bites," one doctor said. 

He said most victims die or 
suffer without treatment because 
health officials usually avoid 
going into remote areas for fear 
of the Shanti Bahini separatist 
guerrillas. 


Students burn US

Carrying banners in English, 
Arabia and Chinese, which also 
denounced Israel and apartheid, 
they were surrounded by about 
200 policemen and watched by 
many bemused Chinese curious 
to see such a rarity as a street 
protest. 

A statement issued by the mar- 
chers, mostly students, said the 
July 3 attack on the Dubai- 
bound Iran Air airliner, which 
killed all 290 people on board, 
was “a horrendous crime" not 
against one country but against 
ah of humanity. 

“This inhuman act was con- 


demned, by different countries 
dritf international organisations, 
including China,” it said. 

‘ The marchers applied for per- 
mission to hold the demonstra- 
tion five days in advance, as 
“required by Beijing city regula- 
tions, said one police officer. 

The police surrounded the 
marchers on four sides, had at 
least three cameramen filming 
them and stationed 20 men in 
front of the US embassy and 
ambassador’s residence.' 

Marchers shouted with detight 
as they set fire to two American 
flags and tossed the bare poles 
into the embassy compound and 
the residence of Ambassador 
Winston Lord. 

Tempers rose when the mar- 
chers were unable to hand in a 
letter at the embassy because no- 
one came out to receive it. 

One demonstrator bursL 
through the police tine and thrust 
the letter through the embassy 
letterbox. 

Eveiyone took pictures of 
each other — police, embassy 
staff, foreign reporters and the 
demonstrators themselves. 

No Chinese took part in the 
march. “We did not invite 
them,” said one of the students. 


BANGKOK, July 1 1. (Reuter): 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk 
announced his resignation as 
head of the UN-recognised 
Kampuchean guerrilla coalition 
and said he would go into exile in 
France, only a day after Western 
and Asian nations hailed him as 
the war-torn country’s only hope 
for peace. 

His resignation, which stun- 
ned diplomats, was made public 
today, the day he was scheduled 
to arrive in Indonesia to prepare 
for July 25 peace talks. 

The talks would have brought 
the three guerrilla factions in the 
Coalition Government of 
Democratic Kampuchea 
(CGDK). Vietnam, and ASEAN 
states together for the first time in 
the nine-year-old Kampuchean 
conflict. 

If the resignation stands — he 
has resigned on several occasions 
from the coalition — it could 
derail the peace talks, diplomats 
said. 

Sihanouk is in Thailand and 
will leave tonight for France, his 
office here said. 

The resignation follows a week 
of discussions with foreign mini- 
sters from the association of 


Simple way 
of abortion 
developed 

BEIJTNG, July 1 l.(UPI): A gyn- 
aecologist in China, where 
reports of forced abortions are 
widespread, claims he has found 
a simple and painless method 
that is 95 per cent effective and 
requires neither hospitalisation 
nor anaesthetics, the Xinhua 
news agency said today. 

The new method of abortion 
was developed by a gynaecolog- 
ist at a hospital in northwestern 
Shanxi province, Xinhua said. 

The operation involves the 
insertion of a thin flexible tube 
into the womb and the injection 
or a liquid developed by two 
medical research institutes in the 
cities of Shenyang and Shanghai. 
Xinhua said. 

Within two to four days, the 
foetus breaks away from the 
uterus wall with haemorrhaging 
similar to regular menstruation, 
the agency said. 

' The unidentified doctor 
claimed a 95 percent success rate 
for his method, which he des- 
cribed as “simple and painless” 
and said can be carried out with- 
out hospitalising or anaesthetis- 
ing the patienL 

He said the treatmentdoes not 
affect a woman's menstrual cycle 
or her fertility. 

Millions of bortions are 
carried out each year in China, 
which has a draconian "one cou- 
ple. one child” family planning 
policy. 

The United Stales halted 
payments to the United Nations 
Fund for Population Activities 
(UNFPA) following numerous 
reports in China of Forced abor- 
tions among women with 
unplanned pregnancies.

Rebel leader rebuffs Cordovez 


Afghan peace plan rejected 


PESHAWAR, July 11, (UPI): 
The head of an Afghan guerrilla 
“gavemment-m-exile” has rejec- 
. ted a peace proposal for Afghan- 
istan by UN envoy Diego Cor- 
dovez saying it could lead to a 
“further deterioration" of the 
country. 

. “The efforts by Diego Cor- 
dovez could not ensure peace and 
tranquility in Afghanistan,” 
Ahmad Shah, president of the 

“interim government" set up last 

month by the seven-party 
guerrilla alliance, said in an 
interview with United Press 
International. . . 

Cordovez, at a news con- 
ference Saturday, called for a 
ceasefire in Afghanistan and the 
formation of a neutral caretaker 
administration on Sept Z prior to 
the holding of a grand tribal 
assembly, known as aloya jfrga, 
that would decide on a new 


government in Kabul. 

“The proposal could lead to a 
further de ten oration of the si tua- 
lion,” Shah said in ihe interview 
at his home in Peshawar, 30 km 
from the Afghan border. 

Shah said the UN diplomat 
had not discussed his proposals 
with the alliance leaders, who he 
said “are the real representatives 
of the Aghan people.” 

Shah and other hardline 
leaders of the alliance had 
refused to meet with Cordovez 
during his two- week shuttle mis- 
sion to the region to review 
implementation of the April 14 
Geneva accord. 

Cordovez, who met with 
government leaders in Tehran, 
Islamabad and Kabul as well as 
Afghan refugees during his trip, 
negotiated the Geneva set- 
tlement, under which Moscow 
on May 15 began a scheduled 


nine-month withdrawal of its 
more than 100,000 troops sup- 
porting the communist govern- 
ment in Afghanistan. 

Afghan guerrillas have step- 
ped up their war against the 
Soviet-backed government in 
Kabul in recent days. 

Rebel sources said today the 
attacks were being concentrated 
in eastern areas bordering Pakis- 
tan, near Kabul and around the 
southern city of Kandahar where 
they claimed to have shot down a 
helicopter on Saturday killing 
three Soviet crewmen. 

“There has been an increase,” 
said guerrilla spokesman lk ram 
Khan. “And it is likely to 
increase even more in the next 
month.” 

A Western diplomat said he 
believed the mujahedeen would 
try to pile on the military pres- 
sure as Soviet troops withdrew. 


Soulh East Asian Nations, 
Japan, the United States and 
other countries about possible 
ways of seith'ng the Kampuchean 

conflict. 

The delegates championed the 
65-year-old former monarch, 
who ruled Kampuchea with 
various titles between 1941 to 
1970. to head a new government 
giving Kampucheans an alter- 
native to pro-Vietnamese or 
Khmer Rouge communist rule. 

Sihanouk, in a statement 
released today, said he had can- 
celled his long-planned visits to 
Japan and Association of South 
East Asian Nations (.ASEAN). 
Key role 

“For serious reasons which it 
is impossible for me at the 
moment to enumerate or 
explain. 1 am obliged. Loday. to 
resign the presidency of 
Democratic Kampuchea,” the 
statement said. 

“Good God, that's incredi- 
ble.” said one European 
diplomat. 

Diplomats could only 
speculate on the reasons for the 
surprise resignation. 

During the July 4-9 ASEAN 
conference US Secretary of State 


George Shultz gave Sihanouk a 
letter from President Reagan 
saying the Prince “had a central 
role to play in whatever solution 
may be arrived at,” in Kampu- 
chea. 

One Western diplomat in Ban- 
gkok said: ”1 would assume it 
was a tactical move and he has 
assessed there is nothing to be 
gained from the Jakarta talks.” 

An ASEAN diplomat said: 
“Sihanouk's role in the (Jakarta) 
talks was crucial. He was a focal 
point. The fact that he’s not 
going there puts us all off 
balance.” 

He added: “The move is not 
uncharacteristic, but we arc still 
puzzled why he is doing it. He 
was supposed to have been visit- 
ing Singapore. Jakarta and Man- 
ila before ihe j uly 25 talks.” 

Sihanouk always had an 
uneasy relationship with the 
CGDK, formed of flercely-rival 
factions in 1982 under pressure 
from ASEAN and China, the 
guerrillas' main backers. 

Sihanouk resigned as 
president last May saying he 
needed more room for man- 
oeuvre in individual peace 
efforts. 


These efforts included two 
meetings with Hun Sec, the 
Prime Minister of Ihe Viet- 
namese-backed Kampuchean 
government in Phnom Penh. 

He resumed the presidency 
earlier this year and last month 
said he had forged a common 
position for the Jakarta talks. 

Sihanouk fled Kampuchea 
after the 1978 Vietnamese 
invasion toppled the Khmer 
Rouge, living primarily in China 
and North Korea. 

He has said he is trying to 
prevent his country being “gob- 
bled up” by Vietnam and attem- 
pting to block any return to 
power of the Khmer Rouge, 
blamed for up loamillfondeaihs 
during their April 1975 to Jan- 
uary 1979 rule. 

Sihanouk. 65. appointed his 
son and long-time spokesman. 
Prince Norodom Ranariddh, to 
represent his Sihanoukisl 
National Army and political 
organisation in the CGDK. 

Japan's Sosuke Uno met 
Sihanouk in Bangkok last week 
and promised financial help in 
establishing an international 
peacekeeping force to oversee a 
transition to democratic rule. 


Shultz defends US military 
presence in Southeast Asia 


JAKARTA, July 11, (AP>: US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
left for Manila loday after saying 
that US military bases in' the 
Philippines are a key to regional 
security, but adding Washington 
has other options ifrorced to pull 
out. 

“The presence of the United 
States in this region is a sig- 
nificant factor, it's part of the 
strategic equation,” Shultz said 
at a news conference. “The idea 
of the United States not being 
here is virtually unthinkable for 
people.” 

TTiough relocating would be 
“a very great problem,” the 
Secretary of Stale said: “Our 
military people have had to think 
about how they are going to 
carryout their mission and some- 
what to their surprise they found 
... ways of doing it” He declined 
to specify the options. 


Libya and 
Tunisia step 
up unity 
efforts 

ROME. July 1 1, (AP): Tunisian 
Premier Hedi Baccouche met 
with Libyan leader Moammar 
Khaddafi in Libya today in an 
effort to strengthen ties between 
the two North African neigh- 
bours, the official Libyan agency 
JANA reported. 

Earlier, T unisia's official news 
agency, TAP, reported thalTun- 
isian President Zine El Abidine 
gave Baccouche and Interior 
Minister Habib Aramar a mes- 
sage for Khaddafi. 

On his arrival. Baccouche said 
ihe visit would give subsiance to 
recommendations made at the 
June 10 summit of North African 
leaders to "underline solidarity 
and unity between the Arab 
Maghreb countries,” according 
to Libyan Television, monitored 
by the BBC in London. 

“It is as if Libya and Tunisia 
were one stale." Baccouche said. 

Libya's JANA agency, mon- 
itored in Rome, said Khaddafi 
received the Tunisians in the 
coastal city of Sirte. 

Future 

JANA quoted Baccouche as 
saying Tunisia feels "optimistic 
over the future of our bilateral 
relations in particular and the 
Maghreb and Aiab relations in 
general.” 

He also said he would discuss 
(he situation of Palestinian 
refugee camps in Lebanon, 
according to JANA. 

The visit comes just before a 
meeting, set for Wednesday, in 
Algiers of a commission charged 
by the summit leaders with dis- 
cussing means toward unity of 
Tunisia. Libya. Algeria. 
Morocco and Mauritania." 

JANA quoted Baccouche as 
saying relations between Libya 
and Tunisia “have entered a new 
phase which needs consultations 
between us on ail levels to 
improve and enhance these rela- 
tions.” 
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Hostage fund organiser disappointed

Gary Selby said he has spent 
more than 51, 200 on telephone 
calls communicating with hos- 
tages' families and trying lo 
drum up publicity for the 
freedom trust at Riggs National 


before the end of the month. 

Money in the fund was to be 
distributed in equal shares to the 
hostages when they were 
released. Selby said. 

Bank officials confirmed that 
the trust was formally establi- 
shed in January but could not be 
contacted during the weekend to 
say how much money was in the 
account. 

Selby, of Shawbridge, Quebec. 


said documents he receives as 
trustee show the accouni curren- 
tly holds S20 mostly in SI 
cheques mailed from Penn- 
sylvania after a radio station 
interviewed him. No money has 
been withdrawn since" the 
accouni was opened, he said. 

Selby said he has called scores 
of radio and television stations 
and has been interviewed by 
several reporters, but contribu- 
tions barely trickled in. 


“But in one way or another the 
United States will certainly con- 
tinue to have a presence as 
everyone seems to want us to.” he.

Shultz spoke before departing 
for Manila, where the Future of 
seven US military facilities is 
expected to be a major issue in 
talks with President Corazon 
Aquino and other leaders.

Last tour 

The Manila stop will be the 
fourth leg of a nine-nation Asian 
and Pacific tour for Shultz, and 
his last as Secretary of State in the 
administration of outgoing 
President Ronald Reagan. 

Neither the Association of 
South-East Asian Nations, nor 
most of its six members have 


publicly voiced support for con- 
tinued US military presence in 
the Philippines. But Shultz said 
talks with Japan. Australia and 
most ASEAN members have 
shown they are against their 
removal. 

Earlier today. Shultz met for 
one-half hour with President 
Suharto and other Indonesian 
leaders. At a luncheon spewh he 
lauded ASEAN’s economic per- 
formance and US- ASEAN ties 
and attacked economic protec- 
tionism as “arson that eventually 
bums down everyone’s house.” 

Shultz praised Suharto for 
concentrating on economic 
development and enjoying the 
confidence of Lhe people. 

Suharto is widely credited with 
directing major economic 
improvements in this far-flung 
and once impoverished nation of 
175 million people. 


Search for Kerala victims 


TRIVANDRUM, July II, 
(Reuter): Naval divers and local 
fishermen searched a south 
Indian lake loday for at least 25 
bodies after recovering the 
remains of 1 30 victims of a train 
disaster, a Kerala stale govern- 
ment minister said. 

Irrigation Minister Baby John 
told the state assembly the gover- 
nment had received reports of 25 
people missing since Friday, 
when a passenger train plunged 
into a lake near Quilon town. 

State Health Minister A.C. 
Shanmugam said he could not 
rule out the possibility that more 


bodies were wedged under nine 
carriages of the Bangalore- 
Trivandrum Express which went 
off the track on a bridge over 
Ashtamudy Lake. 

Shanmugam said one of 
carriages had been lifted out of 
the lake by cranes this morning 
and theremainingeight would be 
ashore by evening. 

At leasL 50 divers, helped by 
fishermen in flimsy boats, were 
searching the Ashtamudy for a 
fourth consecutive day in case 
more bodies lay embedded in 
lake-bottom mud. 
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Egyptian 
hurt in bid 
to get his 
money back 

CAIRO, July II, (Reuter): An 
Egyptian teacher shot by a 
guard, whea dozens of angry 
depositors tried to storm the 
home of the head of an Islamic 
finance house, was recovering in 
hospital loday. 

Police said Ahmed Eid Amin, 
38, who leaches in Saudi Arabia, 
was wounded in the neck yester- 
day in a clash outside the house 
of Ahmed Tawfik Abdui Fattah, 
chairman of Al- Ray art, one of 
Egypt's largest Islamic finance 
firms. 

They said Amin had tried to 
break "into the house with other 
depositors after the finance com- 
pany refused to return his 
535,500 savings. 

A Cairo newspaper AI-Gom- 
houreya said Amin had asked 
President Hosni Mubarak in a 
telegram to order Lhe company to 
return his savings. 

The shooting was the first 
violence reported as hundreds of 
thousands of Egyptians, anxious 
about the fate of their savings, 
waited to see how the Islamic 
companies would react to a new 
law regulating their business. 

Restrictions 

Some Islamic firms have hal- 
ted or restricted withdrawals by 
depositors while the government 
finalises details — expected to be 
announced this week — on how 
it will implement a recent law to 
regulate the firms. 

Amin told police he had 
deposited 534,500 and 2,300 
Egyptian -pounds (51,000) with 
Ray an. 

A police officer guarding the 
villa in Cairo's Giza area told 
Reuters a security guard 
employed by Ray an shot Amin 
“apparently to scare him.” 

The company's offices, 
heavily guarded by police, 
remained closed for business, as 
they have been since Egypt's 
Parliament passed a law last 
month to control their opera- 
tions. 

Payment 

An employee, who declined to 
be named, was standing outside 
the gates to answer customers' 
questions. 

He told Reuters the company 
had agreed to pay depositors up 
to 20 per cent of their savings 
from mid-July. 

A half-dozen big Islamic firms 
built up sizeable business in the 
1 980s by offering returns much 
higher than those given by banks. 

They are estimated to control 
well over $2 billion, in deposits, 
mostly in small savings. 

Instead of paying fixed 
interest, banned by Islam, they 
operate risk-sharing schemes in 
which depositors take a percen- 
tage of profits or losses. 

The government, seeking to 
rein in a little-regulated sector, 
rushed through a law requiring 
the companies to go public, issue 
"investment deeds” to 
depositors and undergo detailed 
scrutiny by a stale regulatory 
agency.

Arabs moving away 
from US for arms 


MANAMA, July 1!, (UPI): 
Diplomats say a new arms deal 
between Kuwait and the Soviet 
Union signals a growing and cal- 
culated move away from depen- 
dence on US arms by Arab states 
frustrated by the Reagan admin- 
istration's inability to supply 
weapons. 

Kuwait’s stale-run KUNA 
news agency announced the deal 
with Moscow yesterday, three 
days after the US Senate voted to 
exclude ground-to-air missiles 
from a proposed SI. 9 billion jet 
fighter sale to Kuwait. 

KUNA did not reveal the 
valueof the Soviet arms deal, nor 
did it describe the weapons 
involved. But diplomats inter- 
preted the move as the latest in a 
series of deals by frustrated Gulf 
slates to lessen iheir dependence 
on the United States for defen- 
sive weapons. 

Focus 

The Kuwait-initiated arms 
deal came as HH the Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister 
Sheikh Saad A1 Abdullah arrived 
in Washington for a state visit. 

The first official visit to the 
United States by a senior mem- 
ber of the Kuwaiti royal family in 


20 years was expected to focus on 
arms purchases and the nearly 8- 
year-old Iran- Iraq war. 

Kuwait wants to buy sophis- 
ticated US weaponry to ward off 
threats to its security from Iran. 
US warships began escorting 1 1 
reregistered Kuwaiti vessels 
through the Gulf last summer 
after a spate of Iranian attacks. 

But the Senate, bowing to a 
strong pro-Israeli lobby, voted 
Thursday to deny Kuwait of air- 
to- surface Maverick missiles in a 
move that could jeopardise a S 1 . 9 
billion arms package that also 
includes 40 advanced F-18 figh- 
ter-bombers. 

Kuwait indicated that if the 
Maverick missiles are excluded, 
the entire package maybe in 
jeopardy. 

Diversify 

The Senate denial, which came 
amid continued high tension in 
the Gulf in the wake of the July 3 
downing of an Iranian passenger 
plane by a US warship, drew 
criticism from President Reagan 
and the State Department. 

“Kuwait’s move is part of 
wider anger among Gulf Arab 
states at the inability of the 
Reagan administration to 
deliver weapons to its valued 


allies." one Gulf- based envoy 
said. 

Saudi Arabia last week swit- 
ched a mammoth arms deal, 
established at S12 billion, from 
the United States to Britain after 
Congress vetoed the sale of soph- 
isticated US weaponry to the kin- 
gdom. 

Kuwait also will hold talks 
with British and other West 
European defence contractors in 
its bid to diversify arms sup- 
pliers. 

Warning 

“A number of Arab Gulf 
states are currently locked in 
talks with West European and 
Soviet bloc defence contrac- 
tors," a Gulf-based Western 
diplomat said. “Make no mis- 
take, they want the best ... but the 
policy line now is diversification 
and drop the Americans, as a 


Another Gulf state, Qatar, 
established diplomatic ties with 
C hina last week amid a dispute 
between Qatar and the United 
States over the island nation's 
purchase of Stinger missiles 
without Washington’s approval. 
The move was seen as a further 
snub to US diplomacy in the 
region. 


Plan to change commander in Gulf 


WASHINGTON, July II, 
( UPT): Military authorities are 
considering putting a four-star 
admi ral in charge of US opera- 
tions in the Gulf this fall rather 
than assigning the job to an 
Army general as scheduled, the 
Washington Post reported 
Loday. 

The plan to place Vice-Adm. 
Henry Mustin in charge is gain- 
ing support at the Pentagon, said 
the newspaper, quoting uniden- 
tified US officials. 

Proposals to change the 
schedule of command rotation 
were first made before the USS 
Vincennes mistakenly shot down 
an Iranian jetliner on July 3. kill- 
ing all 290 people aboard the 
plane. But the Vincennes 
incidenthas added impetus to the 


plan since the threat in the Gulf is 
seen as on the sea and in the air, 
not on the ground, officials told 
the Post. 

The newspaper also reported 
that senior military officials 
briefed on the downing of the 
plane believe compuLer-gen- 
e rated mistakes aboard the Vin- 
cennes may be the source of the 
accident.

Airport 
security

The director praised the co- 
operation between the airport 
security department, Kuwait 
Airways Corporation (KAC), 
Kuwait's Civil Aviation Direc- 
torate. Customs Department, 
Kuwait Company for Flight 
Services and the health office at 
the airport. 


Sufficient flights 
for summer exodus 


THE Minister of State for 
Services Affairs Issa A1 Mazidi 
said Kuwait has arranged suf- 
ficient number of flights for pas- 
sengers during the summer 
exodus. Adequate security 
measures have also been taken, 
he said. 

He added that terminal No. 1 
and 2 of Kuwait International 
Airport are sufficient to accom- 
modate incoming and outgoing 
passengers. 

The official said that auth- 
orities abroad responded to 
plans to establish safety and 
security to Kuwaiti planes and 
passengers in accordance with 
the Civil Aviation Authority’s 
recommendations. 

AJ Mazidi underlined the fact 
that the ministry will issue a law 
to pro tect planes and fight terror- 
ism and hijacking. The draft law 
is now being reviewed and in this 
connection, Kuwait had already 
signed an agreement with the 
USA to protect the civil planes 
and fight hijacking he said.

Cancer cases in Kuwait on the rise 


THE ' Undersecretary of the 
Ministry of Public Health, Dr 
Nael Al Naquib said that annual 
average of new cancer cases in 
Kuwait touched 40 cases per 
100,000 persons as compared 
with the average of 400 to 500 
cases per 100,000 persons in 
advanced countries. 

The undersecretary pointed ut 
that 80 per cent of cancer is 
caused by environmental fac- 
tors. Thus, cancer types differ 
from country to country. 

He added that 1,200 cases of 
cancer are reported in Kuwait 
every year apd 20 per cent of 
these cases arrive for medical 
treatment From the GCC states 
and Other neighbouring coun- 
tries. 

The official commented that 
lung cancer is the most common 
cancer among men in Kuwait 
and sixty to eighty new cases are 
reported every year. He added 
that breast cancer is the most 
common cancer among women 
and 100 to 120 of these cases 
appear in Kuwait annually. 

Treatment 

He said, that cancer, after 
heart diseases and road 
accidents, is the third highest 
cause of death among men in 
Kuwait. In women, it is listed as 
the second cause of death after 
heart diseases. 

Dr Naquib warned that cancer 
cases in the country are on the 
increase. In the early 1 970’s, only 
400 to 500 cases were reported, 
compared to 1,200 cases presen- 


tly, he said. Additionally, a con- 
tinuous increase in lung cancer 
could be avoided by avoiding 
cigarettes. 

The undersecretary commen- 
ted that Kuwait cancer patients 
were provided with the most 
modem treatment comparable 
to the best in the world. Excep- 
tional (very few) cases were sent 
abroad which required com- 
plicated surgeries. Further, the 
ministry invited famous 


physicians to assist in diagnosing 
and treating cancer patients, he 
.disclosed. 

The official was critical of the 
Kmitftri role of the anti-cancer 
society in fighting cancer and its 
care of patients and added that 
the ministry is working to 
develop ard improve the psy- 
chological and social services 
given to patients through the 
improvement of social service 
offices. 


Patients have to wait long 
to see doctors, says study 


A FIELD study by the director 
of the Amiri Hospital, Dr Ahdi 
Al Ghanhn indicated that 50 per 
cent of patients said they have to 
wait very long to see their doc- 
tors. 

The study was based on a ques- 
tionnaire randomly distributed 
to 1,600 patients. The study 
revealed that 46 pier cent of those 
questioned believed it was possi- 
ble to improve the services 
offered by nurses — although 90 
per cent of them expressed satis- 
faction over these - services. 
Eighty percent said their medical 
records were complete, while the 
rest either found some mistake 
or could not find their records at 
all. 

Patients overwhelmingly 
appreciated the co-operation of 
doctors. Although 53 per cent 
said they had long waits to see the 
doctors, 98.5 per cent 


appreciated their doctors res- 
ponses. Ninety-five per cent 
claimed doctors patiently lis- 
tened to their case histories, 
while only one per cent said they 
did not trust their doctors. 

There was almost total satis- 
faction over the cleaning ofhosp- 
itals. Only 1.3 per cent of those 
interviewed were not satisfied 
with the cleaning services. On 
catering, five per cent were not 
satisfied with the standard of 
food provided, while eight per 
cent said the quantity was insuf- 
ficient, and two per cent said the 
food was not presented in clean 
dishes. Ninety per cent were sat- 
isfied with the tunings when food 
was served and 78 per cent said 
they did not bring food from out- 
side. Ninety-five per cent said 
medicines from the hospital 
pharmacies were obtained with- 
out any trouble.

Lebanese presidential polls 


Tension mounts 
among Christians 


Bush closely follows Reagan 


US presidential hopefuls clash over policies

BEIRUT: The approach of 
presides tial elections in Lebanon 
has aggravated tensions and 
rivalries among the country's 
Maronite Christians, which by 
tradition fill the presidency. The 
election should take place in time 
for the new president to be 
inaugurated in September. 

Three major forces within the 
Maronite community are vying 
for influence and control: 
Phalangis! militia units loyal to 
President Amin GemayeU the 
fiercely anti-Syrian militia 
known as the Lebanese Forces, 
headed by Samir Geagea; and 
Christian-dominated units of the 
fragmented Lebanese Army, 
whose Commander, Gen. 
Michel Aoun, is seen by some as a 
serious contender for the 
presidency. 

Among the 1 most notable 
recent signs of tension were a 
face-ofT between the Army and 
the Lebanese Forces in early 
May, an attempt to assassinate 
the militia’s Geagea two weeks 
later, and a late-May car bomb- 
ing incident in Christian East 
Beirut that claimed a score of 
lives. 

Political observers say the 
strains result from both competi- 
tion for leadership within the 
community and foreign — par- 
ticularly Syrian — pressures. 

Boycotted 

Syria and its Lebanese Muslim 
allies have boycotted the east 
Beirut Christian leadership since 
January 1986, when President 
Gemayel's followers banded 
together with Geagea s to oust 
the then Lebanese Forces leader, 
Elie Hobeika. 

Damascus had bypassed 
Gemayel and persuaded 
Hobeika to sign a Syrian-spon- • 
sored Lebanese settlement with 
the Shiite and Druze militia 
chiefs. Geagea accused Hobeika 
of going too far with concessions 
to the Muslim community, while 
Gemayel is widely believed to 
have opposed the accord largely 
out of personal pique at his own 
exclusion. 

Since his ouster, Hobeika has 
been based in the Christian town 
of Zahle, in the Syrian-con- 
trolled Bekaa Valley, plotting his 
return. He and his Syrian backers 
have frequently been blamed by 
ihe Lebanese Forces for car 
bomb attacks and assassination 
attempts in east Beirut. 

The militia lost no time in 
charging that the Syrians and 
their local agents were behind a 
May 30 car bomb blast in east 
Beirut. It came only two days 
after Syrian troops were 
deployed in Beirut's southern 
suburbs to keep the peace bet- 
ween rival Muslim Shiite groups. 


Syrian officials had said that 
the deployment should be foll- 
owed by a similar move by Gen- 
eral Aoun's Army units in east 
Beirut to take control away from 
the Lebanese Forces in time for 
the elections. The mili tia angrily 
rejected the idea, accusing the 
Syrians of sponsoring the bomb 
attack in order Lo destabilize the 
Christian areas and bolster their 
demand for an Army takeover. 

But there are doubts about 
whether the Army could defeat 
the militia if it came to a show- 
down. The Lebanese Forces are 
believed to have the loyalty of a 
significant segment of the Army. 

“I'm not sure the Army could 
do it," said a Western military 
observer. “There is a question 
about who is loyal to whom 
within the Army. The militia is 
also extremely well organized.” 

Aoun threw down a challenge 
to the Forces in early May when 
he ordered the Army to erect 
checkpoints around east Beirut 
to check vehicles. Geagea res- 
ponded by mobilizing nearly 20 
roadblocks, each manned by 
scores of his followers. After a 
tense stand-off, the Army backed 
down. 

Christian sources say 
Gemayel did not initiate or sup- 
port Aoun's move. Some well- 
placed Christians doubt that the 
president wants the Army to take 
oyer in East Beirut. They believe 
his main ambition is to arrange 
things so that he himself will 
emerge as the senior Christian 
statesman when he leaves office, 
whereas an Army takeover 
would strengthen the position of 
die new president. 

Resistance 

Aoun himself is widely regar- 
ded as close to the United States, 
haying cooperated with the US 
military when it helped to rebuild 
his Army. He is also believed to 
have reasonable, if discreet, links 
with the Syrians. But there iscon- 
siderable resistance in Christian 
political circles to the idea of a 
military man taking over the 
presidency. 

With the Christian militia even 
ruling out the Syrian-proposed 
security arrangements, me- 
diators may be reduced to trying 
to agree simply on a person. “If 
Syria and the US could agree on a 
candidate, he would stand a good 
chance — but the militia could 
still veto that, too,” the politician 
added. 

The president is elected by 
parliament, which itself has not 
faced general elections since 1972 
because of the full-scale civil war 
and ongoing sectarian strife. The , 
body has merely renewed itself, 
and has 23 vacant seats out of 99 
total.

Kim Dae Jung 
changes his image

SEOUL: Kim Dae Jung has 
come in from the cold. 

Once the very symbol of fiery 
democratic and civilian opposi- 
tion to a dictatorial military 
government. Kim today is the 
image of a sober, responsible 
parliamentary leader. 

“Our people want stability,” 
he said in a recent Monitor 
interview. “We cannot disregard 
our people’s feelings.” 

Every day the National 
Assembly is in session, Kim takes 
his seat in the vast, domed build- 
ing erected by his archenemy, the 
late President Park Chung Hee. 
Together, the three opposition 
parties outnumber the ruling 
Democratic Justice Party in the 
assembly, and Kim heads tiie lar- 
gest of the opposition parties (the 
Parly for Peace and Democracy, 
orPPD). 

Kim Dae Jung seems to be on 
his best behaviour to prove that 
he can be a responsible opposi- 
tion leader and that it will not be 
his fault if there is any break- 
down in government-opposition 
communications. President Roh 
Tae Woo. as a minority 
President, rules with the suf- 
ferance of Kim and his two 
opposition counterparts — Kim 
Young Sam of the Reunification 
Democratic Party and Kim Jong 
Pi/ of the New Democratic 
Republican Party. , 

None of the .Kims has made 
any move to try to unseat RoIl 
T rue, the nation is m a kind of 
political honeymoon until the 


Seoul Olympics are over in 
OcLober. But the basic structure 
and style of government-opposi- 
tion relationships are now being 
established. 

“At present,” Kim Dae Jung 
said, “our attitude is to develop 
co-opera Lion between the ruling 
party and the opposition — to 
develop smooth procedures, and 
also to liquidate past bad things 
(committed during under 
President Chun Doo Hwan)." 

A significant part of Kim Dae 
Jung's support comes from 
students. But he draws a clear 
line between the liberal reforms 
he seeks and the extremism of the 
radical wing of the student 
movement — those who have 
been burning American Hags or 
thro wing firebombs at the police. 

“We seek moderate reforms,” 
he said of his party. The PPD is 
not conservative — rather it is 
“centrist,” he said, supporting 
both “the free market system” 
and “aspirations after social jus- 
tice.” 

Kim Dae Jung agreed that 
anti-Americanism was rising 
among young people, especially 
students. Kim's own ties with the 
US politicians tend to be with 
Democrats, and he seems to be 
looking fora change in US policy 
toward Korea if the Democrats 
win in November. “If America 
really changes its policy to 
impress our people that America 
is now supporting democracy, 
then anti-American feelings will 
almost all cease.”

WASHINGTON, (AP): US 
presidential contenders George 
Bush and Michael Dukakis dif- 
fer sharply on policy toward 
southern Africa, the Middle East 
and Central America, but agree 
on their approach to much of the 
rest of the world. 

Bush, in general, closely 
follows the policies of his boss. 
President Ronald Reagan, but 
Dukakis would abandon sup- 
port for rebels in Angola and 
Nicaragua and side more closely 
with Israel on contentious Mid- 
dle East issues. 

Jesse Jackson remains in the 
Democratic Party race and is 
expected to pu l his mark on party 
policy at the July 18-21 national 
convention in Atlanta, though 
Dukakis' is certain lo walk off 
with Lhe presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Bush is unchallenged in his bid 
for the Republican nomination 
at that party’s convention on 
Aug I S- 18 in New Orelans. 

Bush and Dukakis both call 
for improving conventional for- 
ces in Euroe. while pursuing 
negotiations with the Soviet bloc 
for reductions in forces on both 
sides. 

Aid 

. Bush warns against pushing 
Japan to build up its military 
beyond the country's con- 
stitutional limits, but all three 
candidates would like to see 
Japan giving more aid to 
developing countries. 

Bush and Dukakis both reject 
protectionist trade legislation, 
saying the US president already 
has ample authority to force 
other countries to adhere to fair 
trade practices. Jackson would 
put emphasis on havingUS busi- 
ness invest more at home instead 
of “exporting” jobs to factories 
abroad. 

There is a sharper Republican- 
Democrat contrast over Central 
America, with both Democrats 
opposing military aid to the Con- 
tras. 

“What we are doing in Central 
American violates international 
and US law,” Dukakis said. 
“Contra aid must end.” 

By contrast. Bush has 
promised, “I will not abandon 
the Contras." 

Jackson says, “Central 
American countries are capable 


of addressing the problems of the 

region." 

Bush, for the most part, endor- 
ses the policies the administra- 
tion has pursued over the last 
seven years toward southern 
Africa. He wouldn’t recommend 
additional sanctions against 
South Africa, but also wouldn't 
repeal those imposed by Con- 
gress in 1986. 

Jackson and Dukakis both 
want additional sanctions 
against Pretoria if South Africa 
doesn't end its state of emer- 
gency, release political prisoners, 
remove the ban on the African 
National Congress and enter 
into negotiations to repeal apar- 
theid laws. They, however, also 
oppose a complete diplomatic 
break with the South African 
government 

Embargo 

Dukakis has agreed to Jack- 
son's demand that the 
Democratic platform include a 
provision calling for the govern- 
ment to name South Africa as a 
terrorist state, a move that would 
trigger a total embargo on trade 
with Pretoria. 

As for Angola, Dukakis and 
Jackson both want to stop aid to 
Lhe UNIT A rebels led by Jonas 
Savimbi and would extend 
diplomatic recognition to the 
Marxist Angolan government. 

Bush supports aid lo the the 
rebels as a way of blocking Soviet 
encroachment in Africa. 

Here is a more detailed look at 
some statements on foreign 
policy made by the candidates in. 
debates, speeches, surveys and 
interviews. 

Europe 

BUSH: 

“Although under present cir- 
cumstances, no changes in the 
present level of our commitment 
are anticipated, as president I 
would explore with the Con- 
gress, our allies and the Warsaw 
Pact reductions that would result 
in equal levels of conventional 
forces in Europe. 

“Our commitment to the 
defence of Western Europe is at 
the very heart of our defence 
strategy, and it is absolutely 
essential that we maintain and 
continually improve our conven- 
tional deterrent against aggres- 
sion.” 

DUKAKIS:

consideration ... 

“I do not anticipate calling for 
unilateral reductions of US 
troops overseas. But opportun- 
ities exist for multi- and bilateral 
conventional reductions, and 
nowhere are the prospects more 

g romising than in Europe. . . . 

ut if negotiations do not work, 
we must make it clear that we are 
determined to build a conven- 
tional military capability that is 
tough and strong and versatile 
and equal to the task of defend- 
ing Europe. 

“My top priority ... will be to 
improve our conventional 
.defence. ... more than 40 years 
after World War II, that job still 
begins with the defence of 
Europe. I am confident that 
enhancing our conventional 
deterrent m Europe is posable if 
our allies are willing to do their 
share. ... That means converting 
three light Army divisions assig- 
ned to the defence of Europe to 
heavy divisions so that we can 
prevent a disastrous breakth- 
rough of our forward line of 
defence.” 

JACKSON: 

“My first move would be to 
freeze the defence budget, unless 
there was evidence of a serious 
threat ... our allies in Europe 
must assume greater respon- 
sibility for their own conven- 
tional defence. We spend some 
SI SO billion a year on the defence 
of Europe and Japan. In Europe, 
our allies have 1/1-2 times the 
population and more than twice 
the gross national product of the 
Soviet Union. They can share 
more of the burden/* 

"We must give high priority to 
engaging our European allies. 
The Reagan- Bush foreign policy

allies are informed of actions 
already taken, rather than con- 
sulted on decisions yet to the 
made.” 

Middle East 

Bush follows Reagan adminis- 
tration policies closely. Earlier in 
the campaign Dukakis took a 
simil ar stand, but in recent weeks 
he has increasingly adopted pro- 
Israel positions. 

Bush would continue seeking 
Arab-Israeli negotiations on the 
range of issues that divide them,' 
including the status of occupied 
Jerusalem. 

Dukakis has refused to rule 
out a Palestinian state, saying 
that should be determined by 
negotiations between Israel and 
its neighbours, but he would 
depart from more than two 
decades of US policy and say all 
of occupied Jerusalem is Israel's, 
including the predominantly 
Arab section conquered in the 
1967 Six-Day War. He also 
believes the United States should 
move its embassy there from Tel 
Aviv. 

Jackson supports a Palestin- 
ian homeland, but has distanced 
himself from the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation by say- 
ing that allowing extremists at 
the bargaining table would be a 
“formula for catastrophe." 

Japan 

BUSH: • 

“In light of. our enormous 
trade imbalance; there is growing 
tension within the United States 
about the so-called “free ride” 
that Japan is getting on defence. I 
want to see this prosperous coun- 
try do all it possibly can within its 
constitutional constraints to 
help defend itself and the rest of 
the free world. I do not believe, 
however, that Japan should be

pushed to go beyond its current 
rate of expansion for its own 
national defence. Japan’s neigh- 
bours, more than 40 years after 
World War II, remain very sen- 
sitive to the issue of Japanese 
rearmament. 

“Instead I would ask the 
Japanese and the Koreans to 
help us support freedom and 
development in other ways . ... for 
exmaple, in the Philippines." 

JACKSON: 

“We should be encouraging 
Japan not to build more 
weapons, but to use its resources 
to take the lead in creating new 
development funds for the Third 
World.” 

DUKAKIS: 

He has said he woud try to 
negotiate a trade agreement with 
Japan that accommodates both 
nations. He also called on Japan 
to increase its aid to developing 
nations. “I would also hope that 
Japan could do a great deal in 
Third-World countries with its 
surpluses," he said. 

Use of force 

BUSH: 

“Our role in the world is to 
promote peace, but not jpeace at 
any price. Our main objective is 
the maintenance and establish- 
ment of governments committed 
to freedom and democracy, 
governments that respect human 
rights and the sovereignty of 
their neighbours. ... our foreign 
policy , is designed to prevent the 
necessity of using military force. 
1 can assure you, however, that I 
will not hesitate to use our 
military forces should the need 
ever arise." 

DUKAKIS: 

“I will use military force only- 
as a last resort, blit I will never 
hesitate to use force if it is essen- 
tial to defend out vital interests. 


protect American lives, honour 
our treaty commitments or 
apprehend those who have com- 
mitted international crimes 
against our chizens." 

iiUSH: , . . . 

-Americans want a lair deal 

when itcomes to trade. We need a 
strategy that ensures both free 
and fair trade. In cases where 
trade is not fair, wc must con- 
tinug to vigorously enforce our <pL 
trade laws." 

DUKAKIS: 

“I’m for more trade, not less. 

The president has ample auth- 
oritv to combal unfair trade 
practices. He should use jl As 
president. I would." 

Jackson has said the trade leg- 
islation approved by Congress is 
-inadequate." He said solving 
the trade deficit will require 
increasing US productivity as 
well as “controlling uS-based 
multinationals which close US 
factories and take jobs overseas 
... (and) increasing Third World 
living standards so they can buy 
more From us.” 

US bases abroad fr 

Dukakis and Bush agree they T 
would seek to preserve 1>S bases 
overseas, saying they serve not 
only American security but the 
defence of allies. 

“Maintaining the integrity of 
our foreign-base structure is 
essential for achieving US 
foreign policy,” Dukakis has 
said. 

But both candidates have ack- 
nowledged limits on the extent of 
US bases abroad. 

"In a time of massive budget 
deficits, we must set clear 
priorities, and we must decide on 
the funding for each of our bases 
worldwide on a case- by-case to 
basis,” said Dukakis. w 

Bush has acknowledged that 
some of the opposition to US 
bases in certain countries comes 
from “legitimate political forces 
within the host country or from a 
changed perception of the threat 
to their security." 

In such cases, he said, the 
United States must negotiate "to 
find a way to satisfy our and their 
concerns while making even- 
effort to meet the security needs 
of both countries.” 

Bush singled out the US 
facilities in the Philippines as 
“the most important American 
bases in the Pacific."

QUETTA, Pakistan. (Reuter): 
“I hate communism. I came to 
Afghanistan to kill Russians," 
said Andreas, a West German 
with shoulder-length brown hair 
and tattoos on his arms. 

Andreas, 28, who would not 
reveal his full name, fought with 
Muslim rebels against Soviet for- 
ces inside Afghanistan for 30 
months before laying down his 
rifle to help provide human- 
itarian aid to Afghans inside and 
outside their country. 

He is one of at least several 
dozen foreigners who have hel- 
ped the mujahedeen guerrillas . 
battle Soviet forces sent to Afgh- 
anistan in December 1979. 

Europeans, Americans and 
Arabs, they came as adventurers, 
volunteers for the “jihad", the 
Muslim holy war, or simply 
because they hated communism. 

Neither rebels nor volunteers 
could say exactly how many of 


US protection fails to stop attacks

WASHINGTON. (AP): Expan- 
sion of US naval power in the 
Gulf has left leading members of 
Congress uneasy, their concern 
heightened by the destruction of 
an Iranian commercial jetliner 
with 290 people aboard. 

Even with the US presence, 
attacks on commercial shipping 
in the waterway have increased 
and efforts to end the eight-year 
war between Iran and Iraq have 
faltered. 

Yet to be determined are the 
long-term consequences for 
American policy in the region. 

"The United States has 
unijalerally assumed the role of 
policeman in the Gulf," said Sen. 
Claiborne Pell, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. “Our naval forces are 
protecting shipping in some cf 
the world's congested water- 
ways. and under heavily traf- 
ficked skies." 

A number of Arab countries 
normally hostile to Iran have 
condemned the downing of the 
plane despite US assurances that 
it was an accident. 

Protect 

President Reagan has persis- 
ted in defining as his main aim in 
the Gulf protecting “the right of 
navigation in international 
waters.” and his policy has Lhe 
support of a number of allies and 
prominent Americans. 

“1 happen to think it's 
correct,” said Zbigniew Brzezin- 
ski, who was President Jimmy 


Carter’s National Security Adv- 
iser. "It’s designed to keep the 
Russians out and to keep the 
Iranians from winning. 

The US ships are keeping an 
eye on the 7.7 million barrels a 
day of oil that pass through the 
tense Strait of Hormuz. 

The Navy has fired on Iranian 
helicopters and destroyed oil ins- 
tallations and been the victim of 
collisions with mines and a 
tragedy second in scope only to 
the Airbus disaster the May 17. 
1987, misdirected attack by an 
Iraqi war plane that killed 37 
American sailors aboard the US 
frigate Stark. 

By protecting merchant ships, 
the United States seeks to curb 
Iran's ability to conduct a “tan- 
ker war” as a pressure tactic 
against Iraq and ifs Arab allies. 

Attacks 

In the meantime, Tehran has 
not bowed to US demands that it 
enter negotiations and attacks on 
ships in the volatile Gulf region 
have increased. 

According to the Centre for 
Defence Information, a private 
research group, there have ban 
194 attacks on commercial ves- 
sels in the area since last July 22, 
when the first convoy of tankers 
carrying US flags moved 
through the Gulf. Can carried 
out 104 of the attacks and Iraq 
80, Brian McCarten of the centre 
said. 

Oyer the same period a year 
earlier, there were 1 15attacks: 52 
by the Iranians and 63 by the 
Iraqis. 


Sen. Pell urged consideration 
of a UN naval peace-keeping 
force to protect nonbelligerent 
shipping in the Gulf. “It could 
enhance Gulf security while 
reducing risk of future 
tragedies," PeQ said. 

The proposal has the endor- 
sement of Cyrus Vance, secretary 
of state in the Carter administra- 
tion, and Elliot Richardson, a 
former undersecretary. 

Reflagging 

Another former under- 
secretary of state, George Ball 
called the reflagging of tankers 
an example of “the vice of 
unilateralism" and said the 
Reagan administration should 
have accepted a Soviet proposal 
for UN naval forces. 

The proposal was rejected 
“and now we see the consequen- 
ces of that,” Ball said by tele- 
phone from Princeton, New Jer- 
sey. 

Sen. Brock Adams, a member 
of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, suggested a varied 
approach. He said in an 
interview Friday US ships 
should protect American mer- 
chant vessels, British warships 
protect their nation’s cargoes, 
sand so on. 

“What we’ve had is a great 
escalation, and weonly get 10 per 
cent of our oil from the Gulf, and 
a tilt toward Iraq,” Adams said. 

With the US Navy admittedly 
in a combat zone, Adams said, 
the Reagan administration . 
should formally invoke the War 
Powers Act giving Congress the 


power to decide whether the war- 
ships should remain there. 

This concern was clearly 
heightened by the downing of the 
Iranian jetliner. But even last 
November, the staff of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
warned: “The United States 
seriously risks being drawn into 
war in the Gulf- Although the 
stated purpose of the large 
American fleet in the region is 
narrowly defined — to escort 
US-flagged vessels through the 
Gulf — this mission, given the 
circumstances, is dangerously 
nebulous.” 

Cease-fire 

On the diplomatic front, a year 
ago Secretary of State George 
Shultz led a successful drive in 
the United Nations Security 
Council for adoption of a cease- 
fire resolution. ■ 

But he has failed to persuade 
the Soviet Union or China to 
promise not to use their veto 
powers to block a follow-up 
resolution to impose an arms 
embargo against Iran for refus- 
ing to negotiate with Iraq. 

As a result, the cease-fire 
resolution is an empty statement 
of principle. 

Iran has sent a number of 
“probes” to the administration, 
and in the wake of last Sunday's 
disaster the White House and 
State Department revealed 
American entreaties to Tehran to 

talk about ending the war and 
freeing the nine American hos- 
tages in Lebanon held by pro- 
Iranian forces. 


these men have sneaked into 
landlocked Afghanistan to join 
the war, nor how many have 
died. 

■ But guerrillas and volunteers 
livinginthe western Pakistan city 
of Quetta, bordering Afghanis- 
tan, think there could be up to a 
dozen of them still fighting des- 
pite the Soviet pullout. 

Withdrawing 

Moscow started withdrawing 
its more than 100.000 troops in 
mid-May under a United 
Nations-mediated accord bet- 
ween Afghanistan and Pakistan. 
They are due to leave by 
February 1989 under an 
agreement guaranteed by 
Washington and Moscow. 

Andreas, known to the muja- 
hedeen by his Muslim name 
“Ahmadjan”, is now based in 
Quetta with a West German aid 
group providing medicine and 
medical equipment inside Afgh- 
anistan and in refugee camps in 
Pakistan. 

He said he makes regular trips 
into Afghanistan to oversee the 
transport of supplies to three 
clinics and supervise staff there. 

Born in East Berlin, Andreas 
was jailed at the age of 16 for 
trying to sneak over the Berlin 
wall into West Germany. On 
release, he was arrested and 
jailed twice more, once for lead- 
ing a demonstration. 


He finally got out legally in 
1982 and was given a West Ger- 
man passport. Two years later, 
he sold his television set. video- 
recorder and furniture and left 
for Pakistan to make contact 
with the mujahedeen. 

Andreas rose to second-in- 
command of a force operating 
near the southern Afghan city of 
Kandahar and says he believes he 
has helped kill between 20 and 25 
Russians. 

“That isone of the reasons I do 
not want to give my full name: 
The secret services of the Soviet 
Union, East Germany and Agh- 
anistan are all after my blood." 
he said. 

“I like the mujahedeen. I wan- 
ted to help a small country' defeat 
a superpower. I did not want to 
see Afghanistan becoming 
another Soviet republic." 

Andreas returned to West 
Germany last year and was asked 
by a humanitarian group to head 
its work inside Afghanistan. 

Michael Lindblat, a 39-year- 
old from Copenhagen, originally 
entered Afghanistan to 
photograph the war for a book 
but ended up swapping his 
cameras for an AK-47 rifle. 

Lindblat, interviewed recently 
before he left for Copenhagen, 
said he had fought alongside the 
mujahedeen for a total of six 
months over a two-year period.

INTELLECTUALS -in Indin 

have at last begun tbinkiug. 
about the state of their environ- 
menL And. their thoughts will 
reverberate well beyond the 
subcontinent. The facts are 
horrific in themselves; flood, 
drought, erosion and' deser- 
tification — all manmade — 
now threaten to cancel out the 
progress brought about by four 
decades of economic develop" 
raent. 

But the implications of these 
revela lions ares dll more distur- 
bing. For “development” itself 
— in the shape of mining, of 
modern irrigation that relies on 
dams and tubewells, of forests 
that are cut down, and of 
advanced agriculture that 
depends on chemical fertilisers 
and pesticides — is ca using the 
damage. 

In response to ihk dawning, 
realisation that some kinds of 
assisted progress bring fresh 
dangers in their train, Indian 
environmentalists and- Gand- 
hi ans are now joining other 
development critics in Latin 
America and Africa to look for 
what they call a “new 
paradigm” to halt the develop- 
ment rat-race. They look to 
decentralised, unofficial action 
by villagers to care for their 
needs and husband their 
natural resources, using tech- 
nology appropriate to' then- 
needs. 

Ceiling 

Some go further. “How does 
one tackle the monster that has 
been created?” asks Rajni 
Kothari, who runs an anti-r- 
development think-tank called 
Lokayan. “The only way is to 
put a slop ceiling limit, on 
development.” 

At a recent meeting of the 
Society for . International. 
Development, Kothari argued 
that India's powerful -and 
growing middle class is the 
principal obstacle to a new 
development model. “But we 
must nave dialogue not con- 
frontation: many people in the 
development business have 
their own doubts.” 

He points with approval to 
communities in the state of 
Karnataka where people have 
used traditional village govern- 
ment (panchayats) to plan their 
economy, shunning large-scale 
development and rediscovering 
old wells and ponds. 

Another Lokayan member. 
Professor Dhirubhai Seth, 


speaks of development as a 
“permanent promise which 
cannot be realised, an illusion 
in which . everyone par- 
ticipates:*’:. Rejecting the 
‘“Third W.orid” concept, with 
its implication that it nxusi 
catch- up with, the first and 
second 'worlds (the West and 
- the Communist bloc), he calls 
for a “fourth type of society 
that' must arise from among the 
untouchables of. develop- 
ment." 

- Alternative 

■ Lokayan members point out 
that what- the UN refers tons 
non-governmental organisa- 
tions (NGOs), which used to be 
applauded as an alternative, 
have now been harnessed into 
service as .a more efficient 
“delivery service for develop- 
ment” than government agen- 
cies, ... 

- NGOs have also been criti- 
cised by Latin Americans 
involved in the development 
debate. Gustavo Esteva, an 
economist from Mexico, told a 
“grassroots initiatives group” 
meeting in .Delhi that while 
many NGOs had “collected the 
best rhetoric of the Fifties and 
Sixties.. : the clamour for 
popular participation, people 
empowerment, decentralisa- 
tion and local control and the 
new concept of eco-develop- 
ment” ~ das was all more of 
the sarnie It arrived, he said, 
“with a new wrapping that 
gives the old myth a more 
poisonous effect.” He rejoiced 
in the fact that the world reces- 
sion, by slowing down the 
arrival of development aid, was 
“allowmg us to protect our- 
selves and deconstruct the 
whole development delusion.” 

These new grassroots 
developers .have a. new 
vocabulary. They talk about 
“tissues of action,” about net- 
working, survival, resistance, 
and about regeneration frcSa 
the ravages of development 
They applaud localised water 
management, using traditional 
methods including check dams 
and storage ponds. They 
encourage tree conservation 
and p lanting, organic fa rming 
and the use ofbiogas as energy. 

. Manfred Maxneef, a Chilean 
economist who is a leading 
-critic of development, calls for 
“a society that can reproduce 
itself without destroying 
itself.” - He says that Third 
World countries have to work 
towards “a coherent society 
that would not be a caricature 
of something else. It must con-

tain conditions for people to 
moke derisions; it must be a 
society that learns from 
experience — which a repres- 
sive, authoritarian society can 
never do.” 

Luxury 

Planners in New Delhi, 
applauded by most local 
intellectuals, used to consider 
that care for the environment 
was a luxury a" developing 
country could hardly afford! 
Ecological arguments were sus- 
pect; they were seen as a 
neocolomalist device for 
preventing poorcountries from 
catching up with rich ones. 

Now it is dawning on them 
that the environment question 
is not about pleasant scenery 
and the quality of rural life, but 
about the drastic impoverish- 


ment of the already extremely 
poor. A third of India's 266 
million hectares of agricultural 
land has been turned into was- 
teland by erosion, waterlog- 
ging or salinity — the ill effects 
of deforestation and modem 
irrigation. Another third is 
classed as “partially” 
degraded. The result is that in 
spile of huge reclamation 
works, the average Indian now 
has only a quarter of the 
agricultural land that was 
available at the time of 
independence 40 years ago. 

Juggernaut 

Indian officials are frank to 
the point of alarmism. 
“Environment is no luxury: the 
word invokes the sight of a 
woman in the Himalayas strug- 
gling for miles every day in 




search of firewood.” said T.N. 
Seshan, permanent secretary of 
the Ministry of Environment, 
talking in Delhi about the 
impoverishment of the poor. 

He talks like a fatalist, a 
doomed gladiator for his cause 
against the juggernaut of 
development and the seemingly 
insuperable logic of population 
growth (more and more 
animals as well as people, as he 
wearily points out). He 
observes dispassionately that 
India is losing 10 million trees 
every 24 hours. 

“When I argue that we 
should cut down on eoaLs 
because they destroy trees, my 
colleague in rural development 
argues that the goat is the poor 
man’s cow. So where do we 
begin? We always considered 
development as the primary 


object of independence. Gan- 
dhi told us to go back to the 
villages, but we thought he had 
failed to understand the way 
the world had to develop.” 

Trees were worshipped in 
traditional Indian societies. but 
only now is it realised lhai lhcre 
was method in the superstition. 
Trees not only provide fruits 
for people, fodder for their 
animals and fuel for cooking: 
they contain ihe monsoon 
torrents and guard the entire 
northern plainagainsi flooding 
and erosion. 

Until recently, officials 
measured “tree cover" by the 
amount of land officially regis- 
tered as such — 25 per cent — 
and proclaimed that for the 
health of the nation this, 
proportion should go up lo 33 
per cent.

faces an alarming drinking 
water shortage. Decades of 
power-pumping for "advan- 
ced” agriculture :.nd industry 
have lowered the water table. 
Millions of well:; have dried up 
or become saline as the sea 
moves in to fill lhe void — a 
catastrophe that, as ever, hits 
the poorest. 

Groundwater 

India's groundwater levels 
have sunk by 25 to 30 metres in 
a single decade. “At the 
national level, current patterns 
ofagriculturedevelopmcni will 
outstrip water availability 
before the turn of the century.” 
says a report by the Indian 
National Trust for Art and 
Heritage. 

In the arid SLate of Rajastan, 
the desert is a d va nc i ng as rel en- 
tlessly as in the African Sahel, 
yet poor farmers are selling 
their groundwater to industry. 
Sunderlal Bahaguna. a leader 
of the “Chipko” ( tree-hugging) 
protest movement, says he is 
trying desperately to persuade 
the Rajastan farmers to hold on 
to their water. Chipko. origin- 
ally a women's movement 
baied in the Himalayas, now 
has its counterparts in 
thousands of local groups for- 
med to protect the environ- 
ment. 

Development, far from lift- 
ing India into the ranks of the 
affluent, is now coming to be 
seen as the latest and most ruth- 
less form of colonial exploita- 
tion. (Significantly, the forests 
are managed cm principles 
inherited from the British, who 
treated the forest as a resource 
to be exploited.) 


The new colonialists are 
India’s thrusting, expanding 
middle class, rural as well as 
urban, who profit from indus- 
try and advanced agriculture 
without paying the true cost. 
Their allies are politicians and 
officials, down to the coreupt 
local police who are sent out to 
confront , the ecology demon- 
strators. The whole process is 
kept in motion by the 
developed world through aid. 
investment and trade. 

The issue has been helped to 
surface in India by Anil Aggcr- 
wal. Formerly an enthusiastic 
development engineer, he 
became disillusioned and tur- 
ned into an environmentalist. 
When his Centre for Science 
and (he Environment produced 
India's second “Citizens' 
Report” on the environment in 
I9S4. the Ihen new Prime Mini- 
ster. Rajiv Gandhi, was so 
impressed he asked Aguerwa! 
to lecture to his cabinet and to ! 
every parliamentary commit- 
tee. " 

Viciou« 

Rajiv scribbled a note to 
Aggcrwul. as one convert lo 
another surrounded by the still 
ignorant: “Can you give us a 
presentation with lots of 
visuals, charts, etc. The logic I 
have sold them is that, with 
environmental degradation, 
even the low rainfall becomes a 
(flash) Hood and the water 
washes into the sea /taking the 
Lopsoil) and then is not availa- 
ble as groundwater: thus, a 
vicious circle.” 

Rajiv established a Was- 
telands Commission and laun- 
ched a programme to plant five 
million hectares of forest a 
year. But the target is still far 
from being achieved. Effective 
planting barely equals '.he 1.5 
million hectares being felled for 
industry and to make room for 
development. After his initial 
genuflexions to ecology'. Rajiv- 
embraced computers and space 
technology, and the liberalisa- 
tion of trade. These were 
thought to he quicker answers 
to India's problems. 

ironically, ecological ideas 
are more respectable in India 
than anywhere else, thanks to 
the Mahatma. But Gandhians, 
with their spinning devices, are 
considered quaint and out- 
moded. while Gandhian 
morality has been subverted by 
the effects of thecastesystem - - 
which, perversely, has enabled 
the dominant classes to mon- 
opolise the fruits of develop- 
ment.

The lot of the defender is a diffi- 
cult one. On occasion, however, you ' 
can foresee declarer’s plan of at- 
tack. To gjve him a helping hand 
under such circumstances is above 
and beyond your call of duty. 

We are not enamored of South’s 
opening bid. Holding two four-card 
suits, it is usually correct to open the 
one below the shortness. That alone 
would dictate an opening bid of one 
club. But tbere’5 another consider- 
ation here. With such a powerful 
hand. South should prefer to open 
as cheaply as possible to make it 


easy for his partner to respond. 

Against four spades West led the 
top of his heart sequence. Declarer 
ducked the first trick in dummy, 
then covered the continuation of the 
jack with the king, losing to East’s 
ace. That worthy suspected, correct- 
ly, that no more heart tricks were 
coming his way, so he shifted to the 
eight of clubs. Declarer won the 
king and cashed the ace of dia- 
monds. As a precaution, West un- 
blocked the queen. 

After drawing two rounds of 
trumps, ending in dummy, declarer 
ruffed the last heart and cashed the 
ace of diamonds. West could not 
miss declarer’s blueprint of the 
looming endplay. His partner's shift 
to the eight of clubs had marked 
declarer with at least the ace-king- 
jack of the suit. If he also held the 
ten of diamonds, there was no beat- 
ing the hand. The only chance was 
to jettison the jack of diamonds un- 
der the ace and hope partner held 
the ten. 

West’s fine defense left declarer 
without resource. East was able to 
win the third diamond and lead an- 
other club. No matter what declarer 
did, he still had to lose a club for 
down one. Had West allowed him- 
self to win the diamond, he would 
have been tangled in a web of losing 
options, and the contract would 
have succeeded. Try it for yourself.

WHEN I was offered my first 
job in data processing. I felt 
that I already had a good 
theoretical grounding in com- 
puting, and was eager to con- 
solidate it through practical ex- 
perience. 

The course I attended had 
been pretty thorough, and I felt 
that I was ready — nay, well 
prepared for the rigours of the 
real world. Yet within hours of 
arriving at my desk on that first 
morning, ail my fond illusions 
about working practices, tech- 
niques and even business itself 
were shattered. Nor is this sud- 
den disillusionment uncom- 
mon; many a new recruit finds 
himself shell shocked when 
bombarded by all the changes 
and updates to the accepted 
conventions and ritually im- 
parted maxims. 

This list of terms is intended 
as a supplement to more ortho- 
dox training courses, be they at 
universities, polytechnics, or 
just TOPS establishments. 
Starting with the very basics, 
which are often inadequately 
explained during conventional 
training, this article encompas- 
ses everything that anybody 
really needs to know about 
computing. Now read on. 

Hardware: breaks if you 
drop it from a crane. 

Software: doesn't. 

Hardware manufacturers: 
although these do occasionally 
manufacture hardware, their 
main function is patenting the 
exact shades of colour they use 
for their equipment; these col- 
ours are then given silly names 
like “Hot Tango’* or “Warm 
Waltz." 

Another function is to claim 
that they have a new innova- 
tion which puts them years 


ahead of their competitors. 
You should never be fooled by 
this, and on no account should 
you agree to buy equipment 
that has been in circulation for 
less than five years — because 
it simply won't work if you do. 

Software manufacturers: 
pretty much the same as hard- 
ware manufacturers, except 
that here the main sphere of 
interest is interesting graphics 
for demo screens. A sideline 
being developed by many com- 
panies with great success is 
thinking up interesting new 
bugs, and remaining totally un- 
helpful and obstructive when 
they occur. 

Sales; the most important, 
most significant, most vital 
thing in the world. 

Sales blurb: at best this bears 
little resemblance to reality. At 
worst, a pack of lies. 

Software consultancy: a 
company full of self-styled “ex- 
perts'* who have never been 
foolish enough to stay with any 
one company for long enough 
for their mistakes to be disco- 
vered. These companies spe- 
cialise in compounding the mis- 
takes made by the user com- 
pany, and then saying, “well, 
think how bad it would have 
been if we hadn’t been here to 
advise you". 

User company: a company 
which foolishly uses a compu- 
ter. Such a company is prob- 
ably also silly enough to have a 
dp department. 

Dp department: where a 
good many of us spend a great 
deal of our time. At first I 
wasn't too certain what “dp" 
stands for, but now I’m pretty 
certain that the “d” stands for 
“demented" which is fitting. 
I'm still working on the “p" but 
don’t worry, no one is likely to 
ask you. Anyway, this is where 


Computers: no joking matter 


to seek work if you like panic, 
don’t mind tearing out your 
hair, and get a kick out of bang- 
ing your head against a brick 
wall. If die above job descrip- 
tion doesn't suit you, then you 
should consider getting a job as 
an independent contractor, or 
a consultant, so that you can 
remain detached. 

Hie dp department, and of 
course, its computer, are tech- 
nically responsible for every- 
thing that goes wrong for the 
company. Unlike other depart- 
ments, in which the manager is 
responsible for what goes on in 
his department, in the dp sec- 
tion it is customary to pass the 
blame first to the analyst, then 
to the programmer, then final- 
ly to the operator, who if suffi- 
ciently experienced, will blame 
a hiccup in the power supply. 
This passing of die blame is 
ritual and any criticism should 
not be regarded as personal. 

Contractor currently work- 
ing for die company: marvel- 
lous, a true professional who 
never made a mistake in his 
life. 

Contractor no longer work- 
ing for the company: a wally. 
Responsible for everything' 
that happened daring his con- 
tract, from the death of the 
junior programmer's budgie to 
the lamentable laps£ in prog- 
ramming standards on a com- 
pletely different system to the 
one be worked on. 

Computer: confuser. 

Dp manager: usually the best 
in the department at passing 
the blame. If his/her previous 
experience lay outside the de- 
partment, he will specialise in 


asking really inane questions 
like, "well why don’t you test 
these programs before using 
them to corrupt die data on the 
users’ only main disk?” and 
asking for really difficult 
things, like timesheets, to be 
done within days. 

If he worked up through the 
department, then he will sel- 
dom bother you, as he will be 
absorbed in designing input 
layout forms, or recording 
programs- The really good dp 
manager will spend his time 
taking personal phone calls, 
reading DataHnk, moaning that 
no one has made him any cof- 
fee, and playing golf, teams 
and squash for the company 
(through rarely all at once). 

Project leader: the 
scapegoat. Ideally he should be 
well versed in the art of magic, 
and thus able to ensure his pro- 
ject is completed on time, with- 
in budget, despite having had 
all his staff “borrowed” to 
work on a nice new system with 
plenty of three-dimensional 
graphics, to design a new patio 
for the managing director. 

This person has usually 
served the company well for a 
number of years, and is likely 
to be the most professional and 
capable person you meet. He 
wfll probably have grey hair, 
though he may remove this in 
tufts from time to time. It is 
best not totalk too much to this 
particular individual, as too 
much sympathy is likely to pro- 
voke tears. ‘ 

Systems analyst: the person 
responsible for getting the 
program specs wrong, not test- 
ing adequately, and for im- 


plying that the user is an idiot if 
he is not completely delighted 
with the system the analyst 
hobbled together from some 
old listings, a back issue of 
“Popular Computing” and a 
piece of string. 

Programmer: the person re- 
sponsible for ' ensuring there 
are plenty of really nice bugs in 
his on documented programs so 
that the user wfll feel an impor- 
tant part of systems develop- 
ment. 

In the old days of full em- 
ployment and rocketing salar- 
ies, it was customary to leave 
before the bugs were disco- 
vered, but now lamentably, 
many programmers do stay 
with the company long enough 
to put their own errors right. 
Many feel that this i$ unethical. 

Operator: a card specialist. 
This job is best suited to social 
misfits who have difficulty pro- 
. noondng the word “yes,” or to 
those who don’t mind foe 
peculiar hours (for example, 
vampires, werewolves, living 
dead — actually, foe living 
dead make better systems 
programmers. 

Systems programmers: 
should your system do a quiet 
belly flop at dead of night, this 
is foe person who will tamper 
with it, have a good laugh and 
then ring you up to tell you ab- 
out it. Annoyingly, they tend 
to know what they're doing — 
or better than you do, at any 
rate. 

Analyst programmer: a schi- 
zophrenic with strong guilt 
pangs, who usually gets blamed 
for everything twice. 

Systems design and develop- 


ment: this is supposed to be 
what it’s all abont. Actually 
this is really just a ploy to stop 
the entire dp department writ- 
ing programs to defraud foe 
company of every penny it 
makes. This explains why users 
are so often content with dross, 
and why so many of os have to 
slog away at Cobol’s data divi- 
sion instead of being allowed to 
{flay with nice report gener- 
ators. 

Impfementatko: what foe dp 
department does to get re- 
venge on the users for asking 
for such a stupid system in foe 
first place. There are a number 
of rigid rules governing this. 

1- This should always take 
place at least six months after it 
was originally promised. 
(Although it is the dp mana- 
ger’s job to invent excuses, it is 
permissible for him to consult 
foe project leader who can 
probably fill a database with 
valid reasons for foe delay.) 

2. The system should always 
be inoperable, or else inadequ- 
ate to sint foe user's needs. 

3. Most important of all, the 
users’ only copy of the data 
must be corrupted during the 
first live * run. Lamentably, 
some companies are lukewarm 
about this and allow security 
copies to be made first. 

Securities copies: only wimps 
use these. 

Project panning and con- 
trol: undeniably foe most im- 
portant aspect of any new pro- 
ject. This is the w ork that foe 
project leader will take home 
night after night for months. 
His superiors, who were dearly 
chosen for their sense of fun

change the plans, due dat«, 
staffing levels and so on with- 
out telling him. Interestingly, 
most project leaders are not 
good at guessing games. 

Amdysfe and design: this 
should be carefully lost at foe 
end of each working day. 

programming: unless abso- 
lutely necessary, the finished 
program should bear no re- 
semblance to the original speci- 
fication. The analyst is not an 
expert, whatever be thmks, 
and the programmer knows 

better. This is foe opportunity 
to test out all those ideas you 
read on foe DataUnk letters 

page. . 

flowchart: neither analyst 
nor programmer should ever 
be caught drawing, or using 
one of these. For a start they 
take all the hit and miss ele- 
ment out of it, and are there- 
fore unsporting (see “security 
copies”). In the olden days it 
was considered acceptable to 
produce one on foe bad; of a 
cigarette packet, but as smok- 
ing is now considered, a filthy 
habit, the practice has been dis- 
couraged. 

Pr ogramming techniques: 
these are a bad idea as they 
stifle individual programming 
flair. Should someone mention 
this phrase, strike back at once 
with a program full of GO TOs. 

Procedure numbers: every 
program should have these, 
and it is foe programmer’s job 
to ensure that foe procedures 
axe not numbered sequentially, 
as this would make mainte- 
nance too easy. 

.Maintenance: hell on earth 

Data analysis: a useful term 
to account for foe inordinate 
length of time between inves- 
tigation and design, which you 
spent doing far more lucrative

BOSTON In Australia.

scientists with the Institute of 
Animal Physiology and Gen- 
etics Research in Edinburgh 
have taken a different tack. J. 
Paul Simons, M. McCIen- 
aghan, and A. John Clark gave 
mice a sheep gene that adds a 
major protein to foe mouse 
milk. As they noted in their 
research paper published in 
Nature last August, this sug- 
gests that “gene transfer into 
dairy animals should be viewed 
as a realistic approach for the 
production of milk with enhan- 
ced nutritional value.’’

Animal designers could use 
something that would easily 
cany new genes into cells the 
way certain viruses and bac- 
terial elements invade plant 
cells and microbes. A number 
of laboratories are working to 
dm/elop such “vectors,” as 
biologists call them. 

Meanwhile, Lyman B. Crit- 
tenden and Donald W. Salter, 
at the US Department of 
Agriculture's East Lansing, 
Mich., research station, have 
done something akin to this. 
Last year, they reported 
artificially inserting genes from 
a virus into chicken eggs. The 
chickens then passed on the 
new genes to offspring.

QUESTION: Whatcausesangina?lsitanv- 
Ihing like a heart attack? 

ANSWER: Angina is chest pain caused 
by a lack of oxygen to the muscles of the 
heart. This occurs when there is a narrowing 
of the coronary arteries, the arteries that 
provide oxygen and nutrients to the muscles 
of foe heart. This narrowing may be due to 
either a spasm of the artery walls or to 
atherosclerosis, foe partial clogging caused 
by deposits of cholesterol. 

Yes, angina may be related to a heart 
attack. In angina, the partial cutoff in blood 
supply to the heart usually reverses itself and 
the pain goes away: the heart muscle is not 
damaged. If the coronary arteries become 
completely closed off or blocked, then the 
area of the heart which can no longer receive 
oxygen or nutrients is permanently dam- 
ped and dies and that is a heart attack. 

Nitroglycerin tablets or preparations are 
commonly used to treat angina. If angina 
pain lasts more than 30 minutes and if taking 
nitroglycerin does not make foe pain go 
away, get medical help immediately. Alth- 
ough angina may be a warning sign for a 


heart attack, many people who suffer from 
occasional angina never suffer a real attack . 
QUESTION: What causesdiverticulosis? 

ANSWER: Diverticulosis is a condition 
of the large intestine. Instead of the intestine 
being a relatively smooth tube of thin mus- 
cle, it has numerous small pouches or 
protrusions called diverticula. 

Most people develop diverticulosis as 
they get older. Ten per cent of people older 
than 40 have it and 50 per cent of those older 
than 60 have iL Diverticulosis is usually not 
a problem, unless the diverticula become 
infected or inflamed, which is diverticulitis. 

Diverticulosis is thought to be caused by 
the pressure of food and gas within the large 
in tens tine. This pressure causes weakened 
spots on the intestine wall to pouch out- 
ward. Chronic constipation or use of 
stimulant laxatives are linked to increased 
pressure within foe intestine and to forma- 
tion of diverticula. A good diet that is high in 
fibre and includes plenty of fluids may help 
prevent diverticula from forming, because 
such a diet also helps prevent constipation. 

QUESTION: What is better for stiffness. 


heat or cold? 

ANSWER: If you suffer from stiffness 
after exercise or due to arthritis, dither heat 
or cold, or a combination, may help. 
Experiment a bit to find out what works best 
for you. 

Heat can relax joints and muscles and 
relieve pain. A warm shower or bath may 
help you loosen up before exercise, so that 
you can move more easily. After exercise, 
you can use a whirlpool hot pad, electric 
blanket or hot towel to apply warmth to a 
specific location. Keep foe neat source on 
for 20 minutes for the best results and make 
sure it is comfortable, not hot. 

Cold helps some people relieve stiffness in 
joints. You can use an ice lag or improvise 
with a bag of frozen peas.

BOSTON: Animal scientist 
Neal first is enthusiastic about 
the potential of genetic engin- 
eering. But the University of 
Wisconsin biologist notes that 
there's more to it than just Iay- 
■ ing out foe genetic blueprint for 
a better chicken or a superior 
cow. 

As things stand now, genetic 
engineers can insert new genes 
into sheep, pigs, and other 
species and have them become 
part of an animal’s genetic 
makeup. Yet the results aren't 
always what they expert. Thus, 
for animal scientists the 
challenge of genetic engineer- 
ing is also a challenge to learn 
more about creatures with 
which they have long been 
familiar.

Artificial 
insemination, by which a single 
superior bull may service

is another proven technology. 


Thus, the genetic engineer 
can put new genes into a cell 
knowing that the resulting 
embryo can be transferred to a 
foster mother and brought to 
term.

Interest arrears are piling up 
because Poland does not earn 
enough foreign currency to 
service the debt fully. 

“It is possible to create a pers- 
pective of repaying debts by 1 99 1 
on the basis of increased 
exports,”'B aka said. 

SABIC reports

in earnings 

RIYADH, July H, (AP): The 
Saudi Arabia’s Basic Industries 
Corporation announced yester- 
day a more than 500 per cent 
increase in net earnings for the 
first quarter of 1 988.

“It was an original sin of 
socialism which removed this 
essential tool which allows the 
energy of all society and enter- 
prises, households to be gathered

necting all — namely money,” he 
said. 

Baka has sharply criticised 
price increases which triggered a 
two- week wave of labour unrest 
in April and May. There are also 
■ fears of unrest in the autumn 
caused by the failure of govern- 
ment reform efforts to improve 
the economy. 

Baka said he would soon step 
down as president of the 
National Bank to take up his new 
posts.

Iraq and Egypt sign 
package of agreements 

BAGHDAD, July 1 1. iOPECNA): Eight agreements covering 
co-operation between Iraq and Egypt in economy, trade, agricul- 
ture, transport, manpower, science, technology, culture and 
bousing were signed here on Thursday. Hie accords were signed 
at the end of the third session or the joins Iraqi- Egyptian commit- 
tee beaded by Iraqi first Deputy Prime Minister Taha Yassin 
Ramadhan and Egyptian Prime Minister Dr AtefSedki, who led 
a nine-member ministerial delegation here for the purpose. 
Speaking at the conclusion of the session, Ramadhan and Sedki 
expressed deep satisfaction over the results of the committee’s 
work which they said reflected the keenness of both countries to 
expand co-operation and take joint action in various fields.

12-month maturities.

Meanwhile, in Bahrain, the 
spot Saudi riyal climbed and 
interbank deposit rates eased 
yesterday in confused trading 
following a Saudi government 
ruling out a devaluation.

Arab investments 
in Arab countries 
decrease by 37pc 

THE Arab investments m Arab 
countries have decreased by 37 
per cent last year marking 
around $227.6 million in com- 
parison to 1986. 

According to an annual report 
by the Inter-Arab Investment 
Guarantee Corporation! I AGC) 
here today, Sudan comes first in 
th e vol ume of A rab i n ves imen t in 
the country last year, which rea- 
ched $41.8 million marking an 
increase of 152 per cent in com- 
parison lo 1986. 

The report explained that the 
reason behind this was due to the 
$35 million investment of the 
Bahrain-based Arab Company 
for Agricultural Investment in 
agricultural projects in Sudan. 

IAGC. which groups all Arab 
countries and is based in Kuwait, 
said that Jordan ranks second 
where the volume of Arab invest- 
ment in it registered $41 .7 million 
last year marking an increase of 
697 percent in comparison lo the 
year before it. 

The report added that this 
increase was due to the Jordan- 
ian government's new measures 
to encourage Arab investment in 
its land by eqalising the Arab 
investor with his Jordanian 
counterpart in terms of rights 
and privileges. 

Meanwhile, the report said 
that investment of nationals 
from Gulf Cooperation Council 
countries in Arab Gulf stales 
ranked first marking around 
$1 14.8 million or 50.43 per cent 
of the total A rab investments last 
year. 

The report said investments 
from Saudi Arabian nationals 
came first reaching $6.91 million 
distributed among 10 Arab 
countries, while the investment 
of the joint Arab projects ranked 
second amounting to around 
$38.45 million distributed 
among Jordan. Sudan and Syria.

Dollar jumps despite US and European intervention 


LONDON, July 11, (Reuter): 
The dollar jumped again today 
despite co-ordinated selling by 
central banks in the United 
States and Europe aimedatsiop- 
ping its one-month rally. 

A buoyant US economy and 
the prospect of higher US 
interest rates to cool any risk of 
inflation sent money pouring 
into dollar assets. 

Wall Street stocks were firm as 
the Dow J ones industrial average 
rose 9.43 points to 2,1 1 3.38 by 
midday. London shares eased 
slightly but Tokyo edged higher. 

Eased 

Oil prices eased and grain 
prices slumped after rain broke a 
searing drought in the US grain- 
belt this weekend — both trends 
knocked the price of gold, a 
favoured inflation hedge. 

But many dealers say a report 
on Friday that US unem- 
ployment is at a 14-year low sig- 
nals the kind of tight job market 


that sends wages climbing 
enough to rekindle inflation. To 
stop that, they expect a rise in US 
interest rates. 

That would boost the return 
on US bank accounts and dollar 
denominated bonds. 

As a result, not even interven- 
tion by central banks — includ- 
ing the US Federal Reserve — 
could dissuade traders from the 
idea that the dollar was the 
currency to buy today. 

“The intervention didn't mean 
anything ... the dollar is still 
basically on an upward trend,” 
said Bob Bauer, senior dealer at 
Commerzbank AG. 

Higher 

The dollar has been climbing 
for a month after the United 
States reported a sharp drop in 
its massive trade deficit. Its next 
trade report is on Friday and 
some dealers say only an unex- 
pectedly large rise in the trade 


gap can cap the dollar. 

It closed in Europe 1 .25 pfen- 
nigs higher at 1 .84o0 West Ger- 
man marks and gained 1 .25 cents 
to trade at SI. 69 to the British 
pound sterling. But it was little 
changed at 132.95 Japanese yen. 

Slumped 

The dollar dropped only 
briefly after several rounds of 
dollar sales by the West, German 
Bundesbank, joined at one point 
by the central banks of Swit- 
zerland. Italy, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Austria. 

“The bullish tendency for the 
dollar still seems to be there. Peo- 
ple are viewing dips as buying 
opportunities,” said Lawrence 
Ryan, Creditantalt’s New York 
foreign exchange manager. 

It barely reacted to two 
Federal Reserve interventions, 
even though those sales sugges- 
ted the United States shares 
European concerns about a ris- 


ing dollar. 

While a strong dollar could cut 
short a continuing US export 
boom, Europeans fear it will 
boost import prices and send 
inflation up. 

Gold dealers decided inflation 
was not as big a risk as they had 
feared as US wheat, corn (maize) 
and soybean prices slumped after 
weekend rains broke a searing 
drought in the American grain 
belt. 

Concern 

In London, the price of gold 
was fixed at $436.80 an ounce, 
down $2.60 from Friday after- 
noon. _ 

Brent crude oil from the North 
Sea slipped nearly 50 cents a 
barrel to trade at about S 14.50 
for September delivery, as 
traders felt prospects for an 
emergency OPEC meeting to 
boost the market were fading. 

In Tokyo, the dollar closed 


steadily today but well off its 
highs after nervous fluctuations 
sparked by rumours about US 
monetary policy, dealers said. 

Tokyo share prices dosed 
slightly higher, mainly on buying 
of domestic demand-related 
shares, but concern about the 
direction of yen/doll ar rates dis- 
suaded investors from taking 
major positions, brokers said. 

On the dollar, a United States, 
Treasury* official contradicted a 
Teportby a Japanese news agency 
that an unnamed US offiical had 
said the United States would 
tolerate a dollar at 135 yen. 

“Trading was speculative, 
being easily affected by reports 
on the US stance towards the 
dollar's direction.” Hiroaki 
Shukuzawa of Sumitomo Bank 
said. 

. The dollar ended at 133.33 yen 
and 1.8405/10 West German 
marks against 133.25 yen and 
1 .8410/20 marks in New Y ork on 


Friday. It hit a 9-1/2 month high 
against the mark in New York on 
news of an unexpectedly sharp 
fall in US unemployment In 
June. 

Sentiment 

Dealers said basic sentiment 
for the dollar remained bullish, 
supported by growing expecta- 
tions of a rise in US interest rates 
due to the continuing strong per- 

1 formance of its economy. 

But the dollar's upward 
movement was limited due to 
strong selling interest by ins- 
titutional investors, including 
life insurance companies, they 
said. 

The Nikkei share index gained 
68.91 points, or 0.25 per cent, to 
dose at 27.985.99 after a rise of 
188.95 points on Friday. 

“The market is generally 
mixed and investors are 
sidelined,” said Akio Ishida, 
deputy general manager at 
Yasuda Trust Fund. 
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Further public 
borrowing unlikely 


FINANCE Minister Jassem A1 
Khorafi yesterday discounted 
the likelihood of further public 
borrowing to offset a deficit of 
KD 1 .4 billion (S5 billion) for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1989. 

In a statement to the Kuwait 
News Agency Khorafi said: 
“There may be no need forenact- 
ing a new law for borrowing from 
the public. 

“He also predicted that the 
actual defldt might be narrowed. . 
before the final balance sheet is 
out. 

Khorafi added that the 
decision “will depend on the 
merits of public borrowing ver- 
sus the withdrawal from the 
state's general reserve.” 

A November law authorised 
the Central Bank to issue 
treasury bills and government 
bonds worth KDI.4 billion - 

The outcome of the process 


since then has been praised as 
positive with respect to its impact 
on liquidity. 

'The expansion of the public 
debt depends on its impact on the 
general economic situation 
because the government has a 
number of alternatives with 
which to handle this issue," 
Khorafi said. 

Khorafi said public-debt 
policy has a number of monetary 
and positive finandal effects on 
the national economy, let alone 
its ability to overcome state bud- 
get deficit. 

He explained, the positive 
aspects are the enhancement of 
the monetary authority's control 
in organising liquidity levels, 
developing the country's mon- 
etary market and creating a new 
instrument for the Central Bank 
by means of which it can handle 
open-market operations. 


ICO may soon 
cut coffee 
export quotas 

LONDON, July 11, (Reuter): 
Coffee prices near five-year lows 
led London dealers to predict 
today that the International Cof- 
fee Organisation (ICO) will soon 
cut the quotas which producers 
axe allowed to export under its 
rules. 

The trade body could act to 
tighten the market and stabilise 
prices as early as Wednesday, 
they said. 

But forecasts of cold weather 
in Brazil, the biggest producer, 
lifted prices today and may post- 
pone the move. 

London robusta coffee f utures 
moved higher on forecasts of a 
cold air mass moving into 
Brazil's coffee growing regions, 
which could lead to pockets of 
frost in Parana state. 

Dealers said fear of frost 
caused sellers to withdraw from 
the market, and prices rose £21 
($35) to £1 ,1 1 8 ($1 .900) a tonne. 


Japanese firms launch videophone 


. NEW YORK: After years of 
speculating on what it would be 
like to actually see the person you 
were talking to on the telephone, 
the age of the videophone is at 
last upon us. 

Three Japanese companies, 
Mitsubishi, Panasonic, and 
Sony, now have the technology 
and product to put such an image 
in front of us. 

The VisiTel visual telephone 
by Mitsubishi was the first. It was 
introduced in the United States 
about six months ago, to sell at a 
suggested retail price of $399. It's 
now available nationwide 
through 450 retail stores, indud- 
. ing Bloomingdale’s in New York 
and Lechmere in Boston. 
Concept 

“It was an American idea," 
says Tim Beck, national sales 
manager of the Telecom Divi- 
sion of Mitsubishi Electric Sales 
America Inc., in Santa Clara, 
Calif. 

“For four years the concept 
was researched and developed in 


California, and the design work 
done by US engineers.” 

Although parts are made in 
both Japan and California, final 
assembly is done in this country. 
Mitsubishi developed the video- 
phone transmission standards 
approved by the Japanese 
Telecommunication Technology 
Committee. Mitsubishi has 
licensed the technology to Pan- 
asonic — but* n6t, as yet, to any 
American manufacturer. 

The Panasonic videophone 
models will be available in 
November to retail at $449.95 
and $469.95. A Sony model will 
arrive in September to retail for 
about $400. 

The products of the three com- 
panies are compatible. All 
models can and receive 

still black-and-white images, 
although the videophones of 
each company use a different 
type of camera. Each camera 
transmits a still or freeze-frame 
black-and-white image every five 
to seven seconds over standard 


telephone lines to screens that are 
four to five inches wide. 

The cameras will also transfer 
information such as contracts, 
illustrations, and drawings via 
these 'Video snapshots.” 

“By providing a visual connec- 
tion between two parties,” says 
Michael Troetti, national sales 
manager of Panasonic, “we are 
making telephone conversations 
more personal than ever. 

“With our new videophone 
and video monitor, a little boy in . 
New York will be able to both 
talk with and see his grand- 
mother in California. People 
separated by distance from 
families and friends will be likely 
customers, as well as people who 
operate out of at-home offices.” 

“There is a lot of high tech- 
nology in this picture phone 
product," says Beck, “so it will 
be a while before prices come 
down significantly. Maybe in 
three to four years we will be able 
to offer a $299 model.”

Egyptian companies waiting for details of new law 


CAIRO, July 11, (Reuter): 
Muslim tycoons and millions of 
Egypt's small investors are wait- 
ing anxiously to find out if strict 
new laws could prompt the 
closure of some controversial 
Islamic finance companies. 

Some of the privately-owned 
Islamic firms, which between 
them control billions of dollars in 
savings, have halted or are limit- 
ing withdrawals until the situa- 
tion becomes clearer. 

Liquidation 

One said the new regulations, 
rushed through parliament and 
signed into Taw by President 
Hosni Mubarak on June 9 could 
force it into liquidation. 

Most are leaving their options 
open until shareholders have had 
time to study the regulations due 
to be published as an appendix to 
the June law. 

But they have said if the law is 
applied too rigidly they may 
close. 

The government said the law 
would force private Islamic com- 
panies to go public and subject 


them to scrutiny by a state 
regulatory agency. 

Instead of fixed interest, which 
is banned by Islam, the Islamic 
companies offer a risk-sharing 
scheme that has in some cases 
paid over 20 per cent a year com- 
pared to seven percent by banks. 

Bankers feared some of the 
companies paid larger dividends 
than they could afford and war- 
ned of a possible political and 
economic crisis if the system 
collapsed. 

Benefit 

Egyptian newspapers repor- 
ted today the appendix would 
allow companies to distribute 
profits to benefit equally share- 
holders and investors. 

Shareholders would be all- 
owed management fees, 
provided the companies made 
profits, but if they lost money the 
fees would be withdrawn. 

Firms would be free to invest 
in economic and social develop- 
ment projects. But some invest- 
ment — not specified in the 
reports — would be banned as 


too risky, the semi-official news- 
paper Al Ahram said. . * 

Once the appendix is finalised, 
at least some of the half-dozen 
big Islamic companies are expec- 
ted to ask their shareholders 
whether they should stay in busi- 
ness or dose. 

A1 Rayan Investment Com- 
pany, one of the biggest, said: 
“The war we are facing forces us 
to liquidate.” But its statement 
last month said depositors would 
dedde the matter after seeing the 
appendix. 

Like A1 Rayan, AI Hoda Misr 
Investment Company, which 
said it had 600 million Egyptian 
pounds ($275 million) in 
deposits, said after a meeting of 
investors that it too would adopt 
a wait-and-see policy on the new 
law. 

Bui the company in an open 
letter to Mubarak listed several 
objections it said represented the 
views of 1 60,000 savers. 

One major complaint was the 
ban on taking hew deposits dur- 
ing the three month time-limit. 


The companies were given 
three months from June 9 to say 
if they wanted to stay in business. 

Those that do, get a year to 
comply with the law, while those 
that do not have two years to 
wind-up their affairs. 

Company officials denied sug- 
gestions by -bankers' that they 
achieved higher returns by using 
new deposits to pay current 
accounts. 

Control ' 

The risk-sharing would con- 
tinue under the new law, but 
other aspects of company busi- 
ness would change. Western 
diplomats and company officials 
said the regulations would allow 
total government control over 
the firm's affairs. 

The government sees the law 
as an overdue move to rein in a 
powerful and little- regulated sec- 
tor. However, many company 
officials equate too much official 
interference with bureaucracy, 
inefficiency and financial losses. 

Bankers, whose business suf- 
fered when depositors turned jot 


the investment companies, are 
watching with interest as the 
issue unfolds. 

They especially like one clause 
in the law which requires 
deposits to be kept in Egyptian 
banks and not abroad. 

“The reaction has been 
reasonably favourable from the 
finandal community, both Wes- 
tern and Egyptian,” said a Wes- 
tern diplomat. 

Harm 

But some economists believe 
government controls relating to 
investments and procedures, if 
strictly applied, could severely 
harm the companies, and this 
would benefit no-one. 

The finan cial community and 
the government remain concer- 
ned that moves against the com- 
panies could prcdpiLate a run on 
deposits and cause a crash within 
the system. 

“If there's a big run on the 
companies, the banking system 
wouldn’t collapse, but it would 
be a very destabilising social fac- 
tor,” said thi diplomat. 


Varun Shipping 
entering 
capital market 

VARUN Shipping Co. Ltd., 
which has been continually pay- 
ing a 20 per cent dividend for the 
past four years is entering the 
capital market with an issue ofRs 
50 million equity shares of Rs 10.

It said the deal aimed at boost- 
ing economic, agricultural and 
technical co-operation between 
Iraq and South Yemen. 


UAE’s output hike puts new pressure on oil prices 


A BOOST m oil output by the 
UAE could trigger a fight over 
market share with its Gulf Arab 
allies in OPEC, putting new pres- 
sure on world oil prices. Gulf oil 
traders said on Thursday. 

The largest UAE producer, 
Abu Dhabi, has told producing 
companies in the emirate they 
can pump nearly 20 per cent 
more oil in July, industry sources 
said on Wednesday. 

Oversupplied 

That could add some 200,000 
barrels per day (BPD) of crude 
oil to an already oversupplied 
world market and bring total 
UAE output to some 1.5 million 
BPD, well above its quota set by 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) of 
948,000 BPD. 

Fellow OPEC producers 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait were 
unlikely to stand idle if they saw 
their own market share 
threatened by the UAE move, 
the traders said. 

Both have threatened to 
exceed their quotas if over- 
production by others in the 13- 
nation group undercuts their 
markets. Saudi Arabia and 


Kuwait, two of OPEC’s most 
powerful members, are now 
producing close to their respec- 
tive quotas of 4.343 million BPD 
and 996,000 BPD, industry sour- 
ces said. 

They joined the UAE, Qatar 
and non-OPEC Bahrain. and 
Oman in 1981 to form the Gulf 
Co-operation Council (GCC), 
which often co-ordinates oil and 
foreign pplicy. 

World oil prices have already 
plunged nearly 70 cents a barrel 
since Wednesday as traders saw 
new crude oil cargoes swelling 
the world gluL “The last thing 
the market needs is more oil,” 
said one trader in response to the r 
UAE move. 

Quoted 

A barrel of Dubai crude, 
widely seen as a Middle East ben- 
chmark, was quoted for August 
delivery on Thursday in Tokyo 
at $12.65 nearly $5 below its 
official OPEC price of $17.42. 

One Gulf Arab oil official, 
who asked not to be named, said 
the UAE output hike, if realised, 
would put new pressure on a 
fragile OPEC pact to limit output 
to 1 5.06 million BPD through the 


end of the 1988 excluding Iraq. 

Iraq refused to sign the 
agreement, demanding quota 
parity with its war foe Iran. 

But the official and other sour- 
ces said the UAE had long 
violated its quota, which it con- 
siders too low for a country with 
some of the worid's largest oil 
reserves and a production 
capacity of four million BPD. 

Justify 

Oil Minister Mana Saeed Al 
Oteiba insisted at an OPEC 
meeting in Vienna earlier this 
month that 1.5 million BPD was 
the UAE’s rightful quota, but he 
signed the agreement anyway 
and vowed to try to rein in out- 
put. 

The UAE prod uoed more than 
1.5 million BPD during which of 
the second half of last year, 
industry sources said. 

Kuwait cited overproduction 
by other OPEC states to justify 
output beyond its own quota late 
last year, but Saudi Arabia has 
consistently sold its full quota 
* without exceeding it. the sources 
said. 

Gulf-based traders said it 


remained to be seen whether the 
UAE would be able to sell the 
extra amounts allowed to the 
Abu Dhabi producers. 

The traders have not yet seen 
evidence of new discounts they 
say the Abu Dhabi National Oil 
Company and its equity partners 
will have to offer to sell the 
additional crude. 

The UAE’s biggest customers, 
Japanese refiners, are well 
stocked ahead of an increase in 
oil impprt tariffs on August 1 and 
are unlikely to pick up' the slack. 
“Japanese inventories are very 
high, and they won't rush to buy 
more,” said one trader. 

Demand 

Moreover, Gulf offidals 
predict worlcl oil demand will 
pick up toward *he end of the 
third quarter as consuming 
nations stock up>for the northern 
hemisphere winter. 

Meanwhile, Al Khaleej news- 
paper reported yesterday the 
UAE which is boosting oQ out- 
put beyond its OPEC quota, will 
have a bigger budget deficit this 
year because of falling oil 
income, Al Khaleej newspaper 
reported yesterday. 


Cairns Group to present new farm proposal to GATT 


GENEVA, July II, (Reuter): 
The 14-nation 1 Cairns Group of 
fanning nations will this week 
present a new plan to reform 
world agriculture to the Uruguay 
round trade negotiations, an 
Australian delegate said today. 

The proposal, now being cir- 
culated in member capitals for 
ministerial approval, will be sub- 
mitted at a July 13-14 meeting of 
the agricultural negotiating 
group at the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). 

“We hope it will provide the 
basisfor negotiations between all 
parties — the European Econ- 
omic Community, United States, 


Japan and the Cairns Group,” 
the Australian delegate said. 

The four-year Uruguay 
round, launched by ministers in 
Punte Del Este in September 
1986, aims to break down trade 
barriers in f4 areas, including 
agriculture for the first time. 
More titan 100 nations are par- 
ticipating. 

The Cairns Group — includ- 
ing major farming nations such 
as Argentina, Australia, Brazil, 
Canada, and New Zealand — 
favours sweeping reform to end 
huge stockpiles and low prices. 

Referring to the wide diver- 
gence of proposals at the 106- 


nation ^negotiations, he commen- 
ted: "Previously, there was no 
common ground for major par- 
ticipants at the meeting.” 

“I wouldn't call it a com- 
promise proposal, but it is a com- 
prehensive one," the Australian 
official added. 

Last October, Lhe Cairns 
Group called for freezing global 
farm export subsidies by the ’end 
of this year, then a rollback to 
eventually eliminate them by the 
year 2000. 

The United States had also 
urged ending all agricultural sufch 
sidies by the end of the century. 
The European Economic Com- 


munity has proposed short-term 
measures in three 1 sectors 
(cereals, sugar and dairy 
products), saying ending all sub- 
sidies is impossible. 

Declined - 

The Australian delegate , 
declined to reveal details of the 
Cairns Group proposal, but said 
it offered steps for the short-term 
(1989 and 1990), medium-term 
and long-term. 

He -said the proposal would 
provide guidelines for trade min- 
isters set to meet in Montreal this 
December for a “mid-term 
review” of the round, due to fin- 
ish at the end of 1990. 


BADEA loan 

KHARTOUM, July 11, 
(OPECNA): The Arab Bank for 
Economic Development in 
Africa (BADEA) will extend a 
loan of $8.10 million to Senegal 
for a rural water supply project. 

Am agreement formalising the 
deal was signed here at BADEA 
headquarters last week between 
Ahmed Abdullah Al Akeil. 
chairman of the BADEA board 
of directors, and Mohamed 
Chains Eddin Ndoye, Senegalese 
ambassador to Cairo who came 
to the Sudanese capital for the 
occasion. 


OIL producing countries with 
diversified operations and a nign 
degree on technical sophistica- 
tion have been advised to invest 
in refining and distribution 
facilities. _ 

The July issue of OAPEC 
bulletin, a publication of the 
Organisation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, has dismis- 
sed increasing concern about oil 
exporting countries’ efforts to 
acquire refining and distribution 
outlets in the industrialised 
world. 

Critical 

The publication is critical of 
the misleading and ‘less than 
objective* coverage given to this 
subject by the Western media, 
remarking that the conclusion 
have often been inconsisten i with 
the facts. 

Referring to reports that oil 
producers are about to take 
increasing control of European 
and US refining operations, the 
bulletin points out that such 
investments barely reach three 
per cent of the total refining 
capacity in Western Europe and 
the United States. 

Even if these investments were 
doubled, they would still con- 
stitute a small fraction of the 
world's aggregate refining 


oil marketing and distribution. 

It notes that the enirj'dfsssme 
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refining capacity 
countries. 

Ensure 

The bulletin says although 
increasing Arab consuniption of 
refined products wiH ens-ure a 
continuously expanding market, 
investment in new refineries in 
the Arab world is not receiving 
the attention it deserves. 

It states that a growing Arab 
refining industry will up grade 
Arab technical and managerial 
manpower, which in turn wilt 
increase the refining industry a 
contribution to the development 
of economic sectors, including 
industry. ' 


IFAD appeals for conversion of 
African debt into local currencies 


GENEVA, July 1 1, (OPECNA): 
Dr Idris Jazairy, president of the 
International Fund for Agricul- 
tural Development (IFAD), has 
made a strong appeal to donor 
nations to allow heavily indebted 
African countries to meet their 
foreign debt obligations in local 
currencies. 

Addressing a meeting here of 
the United Nations Economic 
and Social Council (ECOSOC), 
he also called for imaginative 
action in the battle against hun- 
ger and poverty in African coun- 
tries, which he described as “the 
great challenge of the coming 
decade." 

Burden 

He said debt burden relief was 
a “crucial necessity" in countries 
now seeking to meet the 
challenge of rehabilitation in the 
face of civil strife and external 
destabilisation. 

Noting that the roots of 
Africa's crisis reached deep into 
economic structural imbalances, 
Jazairy said “many African 
countries have undertaken very 
courageous internal reforms and 
• accepted unprecedented 
sacrifices in order to remedy the 
imbalances in their economies." 

He said “it is less clear that 
there has been an adequate res- 
ponse by external donors in sup- 


port of these reforms.” he stres- 
sed. _ 

He noted that the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity (OAL ) 
already endorsed an IFAD 
proposal which would allow 
local currency debt repayments 
to provide counterpart funds for 
new initiatives to combat hun- 
ger. 

Sharp 

Under a resolution adopted in 
May this year.OAU called on the 
industrialised countries to take 
up a larger share of IFAD's 
replenishment in recognition ol 
the sharp deterioration in the 
export proceeds and external 
indebtedness of Third World 
contributors. 

OAU also invited recipient 
developing countries to make the 
exceptional effort required to 
achieve the target contribution 
of $75 million in convertible 
currencies fixed at the first ses- 
sion of replenishment consulta- 
tions. 

The group also appealed to 
OPEC countries to continue 
their solidarity with the millions 
of hunger and .poverty-stricken 
people of the developing world 
and maintain their contributions 
to the third replenishment at the 
same time as the second one. 


Poles buy unrationed gas 
for the first time since ’81 


WARSAW, July 1 1, (AP): 
Gasoline stations across Poland 
today struggled to cope with 
demand when gasoline went on 
sale for the first time without 
ration coupons since 1981. 

Customers at gasoline station 
No. 560 on Silver Street in War- 
saw waited an average of four 
hours in the hot sun to pay 300 
zlotys per litre ($2.69 per gallon) 
compared to the ration price of 
175 zlotys per litre ($1.58 per 
gallon). 

By midday, station manager 
Roman Magnuszewski and his 
co-workers had pumped as much 
gasoline as they normally had in 
an entire day when the station 
sold rationed gasoline. 

Hostile 

Faces fell when a young man 
asked for 140 litres ($36.4 at a 
cost of 42000 zloty ($98), about 
the average monthly wage. He 
filled his car and six big canisters, 
enduring hostile comments from 
fellow customers. 

At noon, a truck delivered 
additional gas, reassuring those 
at the end of the 120-car ling 
monitored by traffic police to 
prevent double parking. The 
primarily male clientele read, 
picnicked and played cards while 


waiting. 

The delivery driver brought 
word that four more gas stations 
would sell the unrationed gas, m 
addition to the two stations 
initially authorised for Warsaw, 
a city of 1 .5 million people. Some 
of the customers made a mad 
dash for the newly added sta- 
tions. 

“People are satisfied because 
they can at least get gasoline 
now,” said Magnuszewski. 

State-run Polish television 
reported the new regulations and 
said customers interviewed had 
thanked the state gas monopoly 
for the opportunity to buy 
unrationed gas. 

The government announced 
the regulations on Tuesday, five 
days before the traditional J uly 1 
departure for summer holidays. 

The central oil products mon- 
opoly initially planned to make 
the unrationea gasoline availa- 
ble at 64 gas stations nationwide. 

The state monopoly's direc- 
tor, Jerzy Szewczyk, said 170,000 
tons of non-ratio ned gasoline 
would be sold at the higher price 
this year, less than 10 per cent of 
all gasoline to be sold m Poland, 
and that if demand exceeded sup- 
ply, the price would be raised. 


WORLD STOCK ROUNDUP 


SYDNEY, July 11, (Reuter): 
Strong demand for quality 
stocks, particularly from over- 
seas, sent the Australian share 
market surging to a post-crash 
high. The All Ordinaries rose 
15.8 to 1,628.4. 

TOKYO: Share prices closed 
higher, maily on buying of shares 
related to domestic demand. But 
concern about the direction of 
yen/dollar rates dissuaded inves- 
tors from taking major positions. 
The Nikkei index gained 68.9 1 to 
27,985.99. 

HONG KONG: Share prices fin- 
ished marginally higher in quiet 
trading featuring technically- 
based demand from local inves- 
tors. The Hang Seng index rose 
6.69 to 2759.59. 

SINGAPORE: Prices closed 
mixed in quiet trading after a 
slightly lower morning session. 
The Straits Times industrial 
index rose 2.13 to 1,095.80. ' 

BOMBAY: Share prices dosed 
marginally better in limited busi- 
ness, with most traders awaiting

Someone takes two large, . 
unprepared, silver safety 
pins and fastens one inside 
the other. However, you 
take the pins and in a flash 
they are unlinked..;, but 
still closed! .

Why trees lose their leaves 
in autumn 

In autumn the leaves of 
many trees change colour 
and then gradually fall and 
the branches become bare. 

Other trees like the pine, 
the fir. the laurel and the 
holly keep their green 
foliage even in the winter, 
and you may therefore 
think that they do not need 
to change their leaves every 
.year. 

This is not so; even the 
'•evergreen' plants -change. 
. their, old leaves for new 
ones, but they do it a little 
at a time throughout the 
whole year. This can be 
seen from the layer of dry 
needles which are to be 
found under fir trees. 

All plants change their 
leaves, but why? 

There are many reasons. 
In the case of broad-leaved 
plants there is the problem 
of defence against the cold. 
If they kept their foliage 
during the winter they 
would expose an enor- 
mous area to the frost, 
equal to that of all the 
leaves put together side by 
side. 

In addition the plant 
needs rest and therefore 
discards all those tiny 
chemical workshops 
which evaporate water in

large amounts and call on 
the roots to supply more 
and more. 

But the main reason for 
the change, even for the 
evergreens, is that even- 
tually the chemical 
labratories in the leaves get 
old and need to be replaced 
by new and efficient ones. 
The shorter days of 
autumn ' hastens this 
change. 

When the old leaf has 
fallen, a healing layer 
forms on the stem and 
closes the wound, leaving 
the leaf scar. This can been 
seen dearly on many twigs 
in winter and is one of the 
marks by which trees are 
identified. 

Why trees change colour in 
autumn 

Every year with the 
approach of autumn the 
trees come to their period 
of rest. Little by little the 
leaves turn yellow and then 
curl up and fall to the 
ground. The tree then 
remains almost completely 
inactive until the return of 
good weatherin the spring. 
It is a sad sight but at the 
same time a wonderful 



one, because before drop- 
ping the leaves turn to 
shades of yellow, brown 
and red. 

The explanation of this 
is quite simple. Plants are 
living organisms and must 
have fowl, and this they 
obtain by utilizing the 
organic substances 
provided by the leaves. At 
the same time, like 
animals, they also produce 
waste matter. 

Animals are able to get 
rid of the waste materials 
from their food but the 
plant has to retain them in 
its tissues until theautumn. 
When the time comes for 
the leaves to fall, the plant 
extracts from them all the 
products which can be 
used, leaving behind the 
waste materials. This is 
what gives the foliage its 
yellow, brown and red 
colours. 

Why leaves exposed to the 
sun do not get hot 
If during the warmest part 
of the summer we put 
sheets of paper or frag- 
ments of any material in 
the Sun, we find after some 
time that they are very hot. 
If they are metal they may 
well bireome hot enough to 
burn us. 

On the other hand, the 
leaves on trees are exposed 
all day long to the sun but 
when we touch them they 
are always fresh as if the 
sun’s rays had not fallen on 
them. 

Their continued fresh- 
ness is due to the fact that 
they evaporate ceaselessly 
an incredible amount of 
water, the residue of the 
complicated chemical 
changes which take place 
inside them. 

This evaporation causes 
a Tall or temperature so 
that they always feel cool 
to the touch.

1 7, Bubka's supremacy — thanks 
to a flawless technique as well as 
incredible speed — knows no 
such limitations. 

There was a further world 
record attempt in the men's high 
jump when Palrik Sjoeberg sel 
the bar at 2.43 metres after after 
failing twice at 2.39. 

But the Swede, seeking lo 
break his own world record of 
2.42 metres, came nowhere near 
clearing the bar.

Top clubs pressing ahead with TV deal 


English League in danger of breaking up 


LONDON, July II, (Reuter): 
Ten top soccer clubs, including 
Liverpool and Manchester 
United, remained determined 
today to press ahead with a telev- 
ision deal that would cause an 
historic split in the English game. 

Manchester United chairman 
Martin Edwards said the 10 
would tell the Independent 
Television network ITV at a 
meeting on Wednesday that their 
£32 million ($54 million) offer 
over four years was acceptable. 

This would make a split with 
the Englsih Football League, in 
its centenary year, unavoidable. 
The League are recommending 
acceptance of a £39 million ($66 
million) offer by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation 
(BBC) and a satellite broadcast- 
ing company. 

This offer is also for four years 
but unlike the I TV deal embraces 
all 92 League clubs rather than 
the execlusive 10 — Liverpool, 


Everton, Manchester United, 
Tottenham, Arsenal, West Ham, 
Nottingham Forest, Aston Villa. 
Sheffield Wednesday and New- 
castle. 

Two other clubs, Derby and 
Southampton, are also reported 
to be ready to join the rebels. 

Acting 

Professional Footballers' 
Association (PFA) secretary 
Gordon Taylor, acting as a 
mediator for the League, will put 
a peace plan to the 10 clubs on 
Wednesday, the same day the 
rebels are due to meet ITV. 

Under this plan, all 20 First 
Divisionclubs will be guaranteed 
a 90 per cent share of all income 
from televised soccer. 

But Edwards, the rebels' unof- 
ficial spokesman, said: "The 10 
clubs involved have spoken 
amongst themselves again over 
the weekend and we will tell the 
ITV officials that their offer is 


acceptable when we meet them 
again on Wednesday. 

"We are fully aware of what 
the consequences will be. What 
the League are offering is too 
little, too late.” 

Edwards also ruled out an 
intervention by the Football 
Association (FA), the -umbrella 
organisation for English soccer, 
stopping the formation of a 
“Super League,”, by the 10 
teams. 

He said: "We don't feel we can 
be blocked by the FA on this. We 
have gone into all the pos- 
sibilities and problems.” 

If the dubs did break away 
from the League, they would be 
outlawed from the’ game in 
England, and the country's lead- 
ing players unable to play for 
England. 

The ultimate soccer authority 
in England is the FA and it would 
resist any attempts to sanction 
the new League.

CAPE TOWN. July II, (Reu- 
ter): Former England soccer cap- 
tain Kevin Keegan will visit 
South Africa this month to play 
for a Cape Town club, the owner 
said today. 

Cape Town Spurs owner Noel 
Johnson said Keegan, the 37- 
year-old former Liverpool. New- 
castle and Hamburg star, would 
make at least two guest 
appearances for tbe dub during a 
four-week visit to South Africa 
beginning on July 23. 

Keegan, who retired from 
professional soccer four years 
ago, will play here in defiance of 
an international ban on sporting 
contact with South Africa. 

Cape Town Spurs play in the 
National Soccer League, which 
is multiracial and draws large, 
mainly black, crowds. 


Soccer sources said yesterday 
some FA members were insisting 
sanction would not be given 
because a Super League would be 
deemed as being against the best 
interests of the game.

Lyle rates Masters win 
above Open victory 


LYTHAM ST ANNES. 
England, July 11, (Reuter): 
Sandy Lyle said today that his 
US Masters golf triumph at 
Augusta in April gave him far 
more satisfaction than winning 
the British Open in 1985. 

“The Masters has got lo be the 
greatest point of my career,” he 
said. 

"To hit that sand trapshot and 
birdie the last ... the Masters was 
a very hard week, with late start- 
ing times the last three days, and 
leading for almost all of the last 
two rounds. 

"It shows what you can go 
through and survive. It gave me 
great satisfaction lo win there,” 
he said. 

The world's top player in 1 988, 
speaking three days before he 
tries to add asecond British Open 
victory at Royal Lytham. accep- 
ted that he took entirely different 
routes lo his two major successes. 

Sank 

“Both were important, 
obviously. But the Open (at 
Royal St George's, Sandwich) in 
1985 was a matter of the last four 
holes, when a couple of birdies 
put me into the lead. 

"But at the Masters, to finish 
with a birdie to win. that was 
greaL That will be remembered 
more than if I had won it by five 
shots.” 

Lyle won at Augusta with a 


h unk er shot of fully 150 yards 
onto the final green, where he 
sjink an eight-foot putt for a bir- 
die and a one-shot victory. 

No less an authority than Tom 
Watson, five times winner of the 
Open, said today that Lyle’s shot 
compared favourably with a his- 
toric shot out. of the sand by 
American Bobby Jones on the 
71st bole when he won here in 
1926. 

“If anything. Sandy's was bet- 
ter,” Watson said.
